T by Cæſar and Tacitus, having abans 5 

doned their owne native country, 3 

which was neare to the river Allis, in Saxo- | 

nie, by reaſon of their continuall broiles and 1 

conflicts with the Sueuians, came into this 
Vor. III. B eee, 
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territory where Colen now ſtandeth, and are 
ſaid to be the firſt original founders thereof, 
many yeares before the incarnation of Chriſt, 
from whom the Citie deriued the denomina- 
tion of Ybropolrs, before it was called Colonia. 


But I cannot finde in any authour either the 


deſignation of the certaine yeare of the foun- 
dation, whereby a man might gather how long 
before the comming of Chriſt it was firſt foun- 
ded, or mention of any principall men of that 
nation of the Bij, that might be properly in- 
titted the founders thereof. After it was foun- 
ded by theſe Vj, it hapned that Iulius Cæſar 
having conquered it, together with may other 
Rheniſh Cities before mentioned, on the left 


ſide of the river, built a wooden bridge ouer 


the Rhene, to ſerue for the conueighing of his 
armie into the other fide of the river, that he 
might fight with the Germans: and from 
thenceforth it was vnder the ſubiection of the 


Romans for many yeares. Not long after the 
time of Iulius Cæſar it was fo exceedingly am- 


plified and inlarged by the Romans, that it 
farre ſurpaſſed all the Cities whatſoeuer in all 
the bordering Prouinces. But to whom the 
glory of this amplification is to be aſcribed, 


the authours doe ſomething differ. For the 
Cclonians themſelues thinke (as it appeareth 


by a memorable inſcription written vpon their 


Prætorium which I will! hereafter mention) 


that Marcus Vipſanius Agrippa ſonne in law 


of Auguſtus Ceſar (for he married his daugh-

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ter Lalia, the widow of his worthy nephew 


Marcellus, who was ſonne to his ſiſter Oca- 
via) founded it about ſixteene yeares before 
the incarnation of Chriſt. Others attribute it 
to Agrippina, the wife of renowned Germa- 
nicus Cœõſar, and daughter of the foreſaid Mar- 
cus Vipſanius Agrippa, by his wife Iulia; which 
certainly in my opinion is the more probable 
of the two, becauſe it is confirmed by the 


teſtimony of a very authentieke and irrefra- 


able authour, Cornelius Tacitus, who lived 
thortly after the time of Agrippina, euen in 
the daies of the Emperour Tiberius. For he 
writeth that the Lady Agrippina to the end 
ſhee might ſhew her power to the bordering 

nations of her country, commanded that a co- 
lonie of old fouldiers (which we commonly 


call trained fouldiers) ſhould be planted in the 


towne of the Vbians, who impoſed a double 
name vpon it, both that of Colonia, becauſe 
it was amplified by a colonie of Roman ſoul- 
diers, and that of Agrippina from her owne 
name, becauſe ſhee was borne in that towne. 
From that time-it was inhabited by the Ro- 
mans for the ſpace of foure hundred yeares, 
till the time of Marcomrus King of France, 
who chaced them out of the City. After that 
the Emperour Otho, ſurnamed the Great, took 
it away from the: Frenchmen, and. made it 
tributarie to the Roman Empire, vnder whoſe 
ſacred protection it hath euer ſince remained 
for the ſpace of more then fixe hundred years 
to this day. ö 
The ſituation of Colen is very delectable. For 
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it ſtandeth in a pleaſant and fruitfull plaine 


hard by the Rhene, which waſheth the walls 
thereof, as it doth Baſil and Mentz. The 
compaſſe of it is ſo great, that I heard it cre- 
dibly reported a man can hardly goe round 
about it, vnder the ſpace of foure houres, 
which if it be true, it containeth in circuit at 
the leaſt eight of our Engliſh miles. The build- 
ings of the * both publique and priuate are 


very faire, and many of their priuate houſes 


I obſerued to be of a notable heigth, euen foure 


ſtories high, whereof ſome are built altogether 
with ſtone, and ſome with timber. As for 
the walles of the City, they are built in that 
manner that they yeeld great beauty to the 
ſame. For they are compacted of very ſtrong 
and hard ſtone, and raiſed to a ſtately heigth, 
and diſtinguiſhed with a great company of 
turrets which doe ſpecially garnich the City. 
Beſides, whereas the wall extendeth it ſelfe in 
a great length vpon the very banke of the 
Rhene, it preſenteth a farre of, a paſſing beau- 
tifull ſhew vnto them that a 1 towards the 
City vpon the riuer, either "5a the caſtor weſt. 
Their ſtreets and market places are many and 
very ſpacious, eſpecially two 'market places 
that I tooke exact notice of above the reſt, 
- whereof the one in which they ordinarily ſell 
their neceſſaries and keepe their markets, is a 
hundred threeſcore and ſixteen paces long, and 
threeſcore and three broade. The other where 
their Merchants doe meete twiſe a day which 
they call in Latin forum fenarium, becauſe they 
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vie to ſell hay in the ſame, is the faireſt that I | 


ſaw in my whole voyage, ſauing that of St. 
Marks ſtreete in Venice. For it is two hun- 
dred and foureſcore paces long, and foureſcore 
and foure broade. For indeede I meated them 
both. And this laſt market place is maruai- 
louſly graced with many ſumptuous and ſtately 
buildings both at the tides and the endes. 
Surely the beauty of this market place is ſuch 


by reaſon of ſo many magnificent houſes in- 


cluding it, that I thinke it a clowne that never 
ſaw any faire ſhewes in his life ſhould ſuddenly 
arriue there, he would be half amazed with the 
maieſtie of the place. The number of their 
Churches is more (if that be true that many 
reported ynto me) then in any City I ſaw in 


my iourney, though I haue written of two 


hundred in Venice. Nay I thinke no city in 


Chriſtendome, doth yeeld ſo many ſauing Rome, 


but I ſpeake with a reſtriction, if that be true 
which they reported. For they ſay their city 
can yeeld a Church for euery day in the yeare: 


that is, in the total number, three hundred 


threeſcore and five. But in this fumme they 


_ reckon all their little chappels belonging to 


Nunnes, and. to all other religious conuents 
whatſoeuer. Vet I belecue they can hardly 


make vp the full number of three hundred 


threeſcore and five. For Munfter that maketh 
a catalogue of their Churches, reckoneth no 
more of them then there are weeks in the yeare 
euen two and fifty, which abridgeth their 


number by three hundred and fifteen. But in- 
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deede he excludeth out of his account all theic 
little chappels, whereof I vnderſtand there is 
a great multitude in the city, all which they 
adde vnto the reſt to make vp their number of 
three hundred threeſcore and fiue. I 
Their Cathedrall Church which is dedicated 
to St. Peter, is a goodly building, but it is 
great pittie that it is ſo imperfect. For it is 
but halfe ended, Doubtleſſe it would be a 
very glorious and beautiful worke if it had 

been throughly finiſhed, eſpecially for the out- 
ward workmanſhip, which is excellently ador- 
ned at the caſt end with many lofty pillars and 
pinnaeles that doe wonderfully garniſh that 
part. Amongſt many other worthy monu - 
ments that are contained in this Church, one 
is that which is the moſt famous of all Europe, 
whoſe fame hath reſounded to the fartheſt con- 


fines of all Chriſtendome. For what is he of 


any, meane learning or ynderſtanding that hath 
not at ſome time or other in his life heard of 
the three Kings of Colen ? Therefore becauſe 


it is ſo remarkable a monument, and ſo much 


viſited by all ſtrangers that come to the Citie, 
J viſited it as well as the reſt, and obſerued it 
after a more ſtrict and curious manner then 
euery ſtranger doth, | For I wrote out the 
whole hiſtory of them, and haue made as par- 
ticular a diſcription of the mondment as 


. . could poſſibly doe. Therefore both the deſ- 


cription of the ſepulcher wherein the bones of 
the Kings lie, and - the hiſtory I preſent vnta 
thee for a noueltie. For certainly I for mine 
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owne part neuer read it in print before I came 
thither. Neither haue I heard of any man 
that hath ſeene it publikely printed but in 
the ſame place; which is the reafon that mou- 
eth me to beleeue that this will be a nouelt 
to euery reader that hath' not ſeene the ſame 
there as I haue done, Blame me not if Iam 
ſomething tedious. For this being the moſt 
renowned monument of Chriſtendome may 


not be briefly paſt over with a few words. 
Though I know that moſt of our learned Pro- 
teſtants will take this hiſtory for a meere fig- 


ment, neither am I for mine owne part like- 
wiſe perſwaded but that there are ſome vain 
and friuolous things contained in it, which 
cannot be iuſtified by the moſt learned Papiſts 
of Chriſtendome: inſomuch that whereas I 
often obſerued for that little time that I was 


in the Citie, many devout oraizons made at 


the monument, I ſaid to my ſelfe that their 
raiets vnto the kings were in vaine, and did 
Vie beate the-aire, whether the bones of the 
Magi were there or no. Howbeit, ſeeing there 
are ſome few things amongſt the reſt that are 
not altogether vnworthy the noting, I hope 
it will not be offenſiue vnto any learned and 
zealous Proteſtant that I haue here inſerted 
this hiſtory of the three Kings, which I.thinke 
was neuer before fo amply communicated to 


my country. - This famous ſepulcher ſtandeth 


at the Eaſt end of the Church, in a faire 
Chappel that containeth nothing but the ſame 


Monument, vnto the inner part of which

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Chappel there is no acceſſe all the day but bee 


twixt fixe and eight of the Clocke in the 
morning, becauſe the dore of it is alwaies . 


locked, ſauing at that time. The fabricke 


itſelfe by reaſon of the glorious and moſt reſ- 
F ornaments about it, is ſo rich that 


neuer ſaw the like, neither doe I thinke 
that in all the weſterne parts of the world 
there is the like to be ſeene. The ſhrine that 


containeth the bones of theſe Saints is within 


the Chappel (as I haue already ſaid) and is 


eleuated ſome two yards aboue the ground, 
being incloſed round about with a double grate ' 
of yron barres of ſome foure yards high, 
cContriued in the forme of a lattiſe window, 


and fairely painted with red in the outſide to- 
wards the Church. Alſo in the ſame part of 


the lattiſe that looketh towards the Church, 


there is repreſented a great multitude of gol- 


den ſtarres, in token that a ſtarre conducted 


them to Chriſt. The matter whereof the ſhrine 
is compoſed wherein their ſacred bones are 
ſhrowded, is pure bright ſhining braſs, where- 
in are two rowes of pretty religious' Images, 
made. in braſs alſo, and it is garniſhed with 
Frany exquiſite deuices contrived in checker 
worke with faire colours that doe much a- 
dorne the monument. Beſides, there is won- 
derfull abundance of precious Stones of differ- 
ent kinds and great worth, inſerted into two ſe- 


uerall degrees of the monument, whereof many 
are fully as big as my thumbe. For the tombe is 


divided into two parts, the higher and the lower. 
AY TOY 15 At 
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At the weſt end or front of it which looketh to · 
wards the Church, there are many glittering 


and rich ornaments, which are not ſo openly 


expoſed that euery body may come to handle 
them. For there is a partition betwixt them 
and that part of the Church where people vie 
to ſtand to behold them. Some of the prin- 
cipall riches doe conſiſt partly in an image of 


our Lady, and partly in certaine cups or gob- 
lets that hang at the front. The image of 
our Lady who is repreſented bearing Chriſt 


in her armes, is very coſtly. For it is ſaid that 
it is made of pure ſiluer, and double gilted. 
The goblets, in number ten, which are hang- 
ed directly before the image vpon a braſen rod 
ſome two yards long, are ſaid to be made of 
maſſie gold, one whereof the Emperour Charles 
the fifth, beſtowed vpon the monument. For 


a a teſtimony whereof there is hanged vp a 
ſquare plate of gold, wherein the blacke ſpread» 


eagle which is the Emperors armes, is engrau- 
ed, and this inſcription following is written.

Moreouer before her image there 
ſtand foure candelſticks wherein there do al- 
waies burne foure waxen tapers. Two of theſe 
cCandleſticks are exceeding faite and much coſt- 
lier then the reſt. Againe, the top of the fron- 
tiſpice of the monument is beautified, partly 
with the images of the three Kings formed 
in ſiluer, and richly gilted, who are moſt cu- 
riouſly counterfaited, bearing their gifts in 
their hands, gold, myrrhe, and frankencenſe; 
and partly with the like image of our Lady 
ſtanding in the very middeſt with Chriſt in 
her armes. One of the Kings is preſented 
like a blacke Moore with a golden crowne 
ypon his head. The other two vncovered. In 
the outward edge of the front, theſe verſes 
are written.

memorable as the monument it ſelfe. It was 
within theſe few yeares printed at Colen, and 
is paſted vpon three ſeverall tables which bang 
apart in as many diſtinct places without the 
Chappel. It is divided into nine particular 


ſections. Alſo each ſection hath his marginall 


notes, which becauſe they are ſo many that 


the margent of the Page cannot conueniently 
containe them, I haue (contrary to the com- 


mon cuſtome) ſubſcribed the quotatious be- 


longing to each ſeſtion, directly vnder the ſec- 


tion it ſelfe.

IE Magi, which firſt of all gk Gen- 

tiles adored the infancy of our Saui- 
our Chriſt in Bethleem, the thirteenth day 
after his natiuity, were three in number. And 
(if we beleeue Epiphanius they deriued their 


Es pedegree from Abraham, deſcending from his 


ſonnes which he begot vpon his handmaide Ce- 
tbura. Neither is it any thing repugnant vnto 
this, that Origen and Chry/oftome. do referre 
the pedigree of the Magi to Balaam, an hea- 
then Prophet. For both he and the Queene 
of Saba drew the originall of their ſtocke 
from the ſame ſonnes of Cetbur a. 


2. What their names, age, and 1 75 


were, and what gifts each of them offered, 
venerable Beda (according as he had receiued 
it by the tradition of his forefathers) n 
ſeth the matter in theſe wordes. 

The firſt; quoth he, is ſaid to be Melebiar, 
an olde man with a long beard and haice. He, 
offered Golde to the King our Lord, 

The ſecond, whoſe name was Gaſpar, a 

beardleſſe young man and ruddie, honoured 
_ God with Frankenſence, as being an onon 
beſeeming God.

3. That they were not of any obſcure place 
or degree, but princes, yea kings, which doth 
greatly illuſtrate the glory of Chriſt,” it is a. 
3 piety to belecue. For it is agreeable 
h to the figure of the old law which went 


before in Solomon, and to the prophecjes of 


the Prophets, eſpecially of Dauid and Eſay; 
whereof the one ſaith, The Kings of Tarſis 
and of the Illes ſhall bring preſents, the Kings 


of the Arabians and of Saba ſhall bring gifts. 


The other faith ; And nations ſhall walke in 


4 thy light, and Kinges in the brightgeſſe of 
thy rifing vp. Which thinges are vnderſtood 


by the Church and the holy Fathers, of the 
calling and oblation of the Magi. This aliq 
is confirmed by the ſeare of Herod. and of the 
whole City of leruſalem at the time of their 
comming: by thole precious giftes which they 
are ſaĩd to haue opened out of their treaſures, 
and by the tradition of our forefathers, by 
writings, ſpeeches, ſonges, hymnes, and pic- 
tures as common, ſo very ancient. Neither

4. As concerning their profeſſion, albeit 
there are ſome that by the name of Magi doo 
vnderſtand wicked perſons, and thoſe that 
practiſe magicke artes: yet the opinion ot them 
ougght to preuaile more with vs that thinke 


. they were wiſe Aſtrologers, Who by the Ma- 


thematicke art (as Cyprian ſpeaketh) knew 
the force and courſe of the Planets, and by 
certaine rules of experience obſerued the na- 
ture. of the Elements, and the offices of the 
Starres. Wherehence it came very conueni- 
ently to paſſe that the diuine Wiſedome, which 
doth ſweetly. diſpoſe all things, drew them 

vato it eſpecially by the token of a ſtarre, as 
being men ſkilfull in the arte of Aſtronomy : 
whereunto was added both the light of the di - 
uine grace, and alſo. a demonſtration of men 
out of the holy Scriptures. For they were 
inſtructed by the Scribes out of the Prophet 
Michzas concerning the place where Chriſt 
ſhould be borne, and they receiued it as a 
certaine tradition of their forefathers out of 
the Prophecy of Balaam, that the ſame ſtarre 
did ſigniſie the birth of the Meat. 
5. That they came out of Arabia Falix (as 
; A Mar yr. Ter tullian, Cypr ian, and Epipba· 
nius haue written) it ſeemeth very probable, 
Both, becauſe Arabia, in reſpect of 2 * is 
n Hef Be ituate 
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bust towards the Eaſt, (according: 10 the 
teſtimony of Tacitus and alſo, — it 
yeeldeth plenty of gold, frankencenſe, and 
myrrhe. 'F inally, — chat this opinion doth 
agree with the Prophecie of Eſay. All they 
of Saba (which is Arabia, as Hzirrom doth 
witneſſe vpon the place, and in the booke 
of his Queſtions vpon Geng/fis} ſhall come, 
and bring gold and frankencence./ And with 
that of the Prophet Dauid. The Kiages of 
the Atabians and of Saba ſhall; bring gifts. 
And agine, -vnto him ſhall ney give ot the 


gold of Arabia. 


6. Moreouer they preſented vnto Chcilt the 
gifts of golde, frankencence, , aud mpirhe, 
becauſe: Arabia abounded in theſe things ef- 
perially, and gloryed thetein. Alo the Quecne 
of Saba, whome author do write to Raue 


bene of the ſtocke and familie of theſe Magi, 


beſtowed the like giftes, namely golde and 
ſpices (vnto which ſhite added one ſtones) 
vpon King Solomon, as being a figute and type 
of Chriſte. | Againe, thote; giftes which A- 
brabam in the 37 of Geng ib {aids to Haue 


giuen to the ſonnes of Ceibura. Epiphanius 


writeth (according to the tradition: of the 
Hebrewes) to haue bene garments, golds, 
and myrrhe. Laſtly, they did it not ſo much 
to follow the manner of their nation, and the 
examples of their forefathers, but alſo! for a 
myſticall reaſon ſake. For this that they be-

7. After Chriſtes aſcenſion they were n 
fully inſtructed by St. Thomas the 8 in 
the faith of hilt, and alſo baptized, - 
(vrhich is more,) they were ordained Paſiors 

and Doctors, or Biſhops of the veople a- 
mongſt whome they lined, and brought 2 
great company of | Gentiles to the worſhip of 

_ Chriſtian religion; and euen as a plentiful] 
harueſt doth follow the firſt fruits: ſo the 
faith of an inumerable multitude of people, 
as it were moſt abundant corne, followed 
the Magi that were the firſt fruites of the be- 
leeuers' of the Gentiles; and thus the pro- 
phecie of Dauid is fulfilled, who after he had 
prophecied, The Kings of the Arabians and 
of Saba ſhall bring giftes, by and by hee ad- 
deth, And all Kings ſhall worſhip. him, and 
all nations ſhall ſerue him. Alſo, all nations 
which thou haſt made, fhall come and wor- 
ſhip before N O Lord, and ſhalt. en 
oy name. 

8. After that in en old age oaks had de- 
mw out of this life, their bodies being 
ht firſt to Conſtantinople by the meanes 

of the Empreſſe Helena, then to Milan by- 

Egger dn, nn. _ EY at laſt in the 

years 
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yeare after the incarnation of Chriſt 1164, :be+ 
ing tranſlated therhence to this city in the 
time of - Reinolds, Archbiſhop thereof, to- 
gether with the bodies of the holy Martyr, 
St. Felix and Nabor, they were repoſed in 
this place. But to the end that the Martyrs ' 
might by an euen number be accompani- 
ed with the three Magi, and that a triple 
corde of Saintes might bee double - twiſted 
together, it hapned euen by the prouidence 
of the Almighty, that by the meanes of Bru- 
no, Archbiſhop of this City, a third Martyr 
ſhould bee added to the former two, to wit, 
Gregory, a Prieſt of Spoletum, that ſuffe- 
red martyrdome vnder the perſecution of Di- 
ocleftan and Maximinian. Since which time 
Colen began to be no leſſe famous for the re- 
liques of theſe three Kings and of other Saints, 
than Ieruſalem was for Stephen, Rome far 
Peter and Paul, or Spaine for Iames, or France 
for Martine and Hilari. ee 
9. Let vs acknowledge in the Magi, that 
were the worſhippers of Chriſt, the firit fruits 
of our calling and faith, and let vs adore 
him being omnipotent in the heauens, whom 
they worſhipped being an infant in his cra- 
dle. They found him wrapped with little 
baſe clowtes, they ſaw him lying in a hard 
manger, or lulled in the lappe of his poore 
mother; yet thoſe Barbarians, that were as 
yet vtterly ignorant of true piety. and faith, 
being nothing offended with theſe things, fell 
downe and worſhipped him.

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In another litttle Chappell are two ancient 
monuments of two Biſhops more, whereof 
the one is of Fredericus Comes de Soruerden Ar- 
chrepiſcopus Colonienfis, and St. Reinoldus Ar- 
chic piſcopus Colaniemſit, qui 3 Reges a Medlolano 
Coloniam attult. 
In the one ſide of the Church withour the 
Quire lyeth the bodie of the Earle Arnſpur- 
genie, who beſtowed his Farledome vpon the 
Archbioprick of Colen. 
VPpon one of the yron gates that belongeth 
to the Chappell where the Archbiſhop Reinol- 
dus lyeth, there is a table hanged vp with a 
little yron chaine, wherein this religious and 
holy ſtuffe forſooth is written, which I haue 
thought good to ſet downe in this place for a 
notable example of the groſſe ſuperſtition and 
vanity of the Papiſts in this citie of Colen.

The third is of one of their Princes called 
Gulielmus deGenepe. An ancient thing, his ĩ f 
being made in Alabaſter vpon the tombe. But 
no Epitaph fauing a few words in proſe writ- 
ten about the foure corners of the monument. 

Hauing now ended my diſcourſe of the no- 
table monuments of the Cathedrall Church, I 
will ſpeake next of the Biſhopricke; before I 

d any further, as being an adiunct to the 
Church. Fhe fir Apoſtle of the/Vbians was 
S. Maternus, as I haue before written, WhO 
was the firſt; Biſhop of this Citie of Colen. 


But who was their firſt Arehbiſhop I cannot 


find. It appeareth that it was a very ancient

depoſed for his Arrianiſme at the Councell hol - 
den at Colen in the yeare 348. (as I haue be- 
fore written) was in thoſe daies ſtiled with the 
title of an Archbiſhop. Yet Munſter writeth 
that the Archbiſhopricke began a long time 
after, about the Veare 755. in the time of 
Charles the Great; being tranſlated hither 
from the City of Vtricht, which was about 
that time grieuouſly waſted by the Danes 
and Normanes. The titles of the Archbiſhop 
do appeare by thoſe Epitaphes that I haue be- 
ſore written. Therefore it is ſuperfluous to 
make any more mention of them. Onely I will 
add a briefe note of his title of the Dutchie of 
Weſtphalia and Angriuaria. This title is of good 
antiquity. For the Archbiſhop that liued in the 
time of the Emperour Frediriche Barbargſſa, by 
_ certaine meanesattained to the Dutchieof Weſt- 
phalia about ſume 400 yeares ſince, which dig- 
nity the Elector Prince hath euer fince enioy- 
ed to this day. Of the three ſpirituall Elec- 
tor Princes, this Archbiſhop is the middle, be- 
ing next to the Moguntine, and before the 
Treuirian. His dioceſſe did in former times 
extend it ſelfe very farre. For five other great 
Biſhopricks were ſubje& to his iuriſdiction, 
namely that of Munſter in Weſtphalia, Vtricht, 
and of Liege in the Netherlands, of Minda 
and Oſnaburg in Saxonie. The preſent Arch- 
biſhop: doth moſt commonly make his refi- 
dence at a Palace he hath in the country, and 
very ſeldome in the Citie. His religion together 
with that of Colen and all the other townes

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in his territory, is Romiſh. Yet T haue read 
of two worthy Archbiſhops of this ſea that 


e were ſo much addicted to the reformed reli- 
h gion that they meant to haue rooted Popery 
e - but of their dominions, and in ſteed thereof 
f to haue planted! the true religion of Chriſt. 
r But their religious and godly endeuors did not 
t take effect. The firſt of theſe was Herman « 
8 nus Comes a Weda, who hauing fent for PG i- 
p lip" Melanthon and Martin Bucer in the yeare 
- 1447 to employ their miniſtery in reforming 
0 the Churches of his Electorate, was ſhortly 
Il after depoſed, and diſpoſſeſſed of his Arch- 
f biſhopricke both by the Pope and the Empe- 
d rour, the forefaid Adolphus, whoſe Epitaph I 
e haue before written; being ſubſtituted in his 
7 roome. The ſecond was Gebbardul Trucceſi- 
— us; vnto whom the like diſaſter hapned, to 
— the hindering of his godly deſignement, as to 
- the firſt; Here will I 4/78 giue a Title glance 
- at a matter which is'a kind of appendix vnto 
— this diſcourſe” of the Biſhopricke of Colen. 
0 After I had ſomething ſuruayed that long tract 
g * betwixt the Cities of - Baſil and Colen, where 
t of ſome part I had trauelled by land, and had 
„ otherwiſe paſſed by another part vpon the 
ty Rhene; and withall had obſerued fo many 
a goodly Cities endowed! with Biſhopricks on 
= that left ſide of the river, no leſſe then fixe, 
- namely Bafil, (for that was once à Biſhopricke 
d though it be not now) Straſbourg, 'Spira, 
1 Wormes, Mentz, and Colen; and could not 
$ heare of any on the adverſe fide of the Rhene: 
n. nl. D by 
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by and by I entered into a ſerious conſiderati- 
on how it came to paſſe that thete were plant- 
ed ſo many Biſhopricks on one fide of the ri- 
uer, and none at all on the other. But at laſt 
I ſearched ont the cauſe, which was this. For 
that the Cities on the left fide being ſubiect firſt 
to the Romans, and afterward to the French- 
men, were by them ſooner conuerted to Chriſ- 
tianity, then the Germane Cities on the right 
ſide. For Gallia being conuerted by S. Denis 
(as I haue before written) one of the diſciples 
of S. Paul, gaue occaſion of the ſpeedier con- 
uerſion of theſe Cities alſo, in regard they 
were ſubiect to the kingdome of France aftet 
the time of the Romans. 

After this I viſited three other Churches, 
which next to the Cathedrall are accounted 
both the famouſeſt and ancienteſt of all Colen. 
Theſe are S. Vrſulaes, the Macchabees, and S. 
Gereons, But firſt I went to S. Vrſulaes, be- 
cauſe ſhe was my Countrywoman. For ſhee 
was a Brittane borne, the name of England be · 
ing ynknowne in her time. Here I will take 
occaſion to relate ſome ſhort hiſtory of her, by 
way of an introduction to my diſcourſe of the 
monuments. of the Church. There was in 
Brittaine a moſt Chriſtian King called Dionet, 
who was the father of this Lady /7fiula, the 
fame of whoſe vertues extended it ſelfe fo farre 
that a certaine King, — name I cannot men- 
tion) bearing of the ſame, reſolued to marry 
Her to his onely ſonne, who ſent Ambaſſadors 
to ber father with ſtrict commandement —

they ſhould not returne without her. But the 
king was much afflicted to conſider that his 


daughter being brought vp in the faith of 


Chriſt, ſhould be married to an Iafidell. And 
therefore was vnwilling to giue his conſent to 
the marriage. Howbeit by a certaine reuela- 
tion from God, he was required to grant the 
king his requeſt, but with this condition, that 


bis ſonne ſhould be baptized, and that he 


ſhould giue vnto his daughter eleuen thouſand 
Virgins, to the end that ſhee might conuert 
them to the Chriſtian religion; which being 
granted, and ſhee hauing conuerted them all 
to the faith, a little after ſailed into France 
with a proſperous wind, and from thence to 
Colen, where ſhee with her huſband and all 
her company of Virgias ſuffred -martyrdome 
for the faith of Chriſt, in the yeare 238. being 
all put to the mercileſſe dint of the ſword, by 
certaine Barbarians, and heathenich Moores 
that did at that time inhabite this Citie of Co- 
len. The bones of them being afterward ga- 
thered together were brought vato this place, 
and laid in this Church which is dedicated to 
S. Vuſula the principall Captaine of the whole 
8 Since which time they haue been 
very religiouſly kept in the ſame place. Ma- 
ny years after which, this Lady Vr ſula with 
the reſt of the eleuen thouſand Virgins was 
canonized by the Church of Rome for a Saint, 
the ſixe and twentieth day of October being 
conſecrated. to their memory, as it appeareth 
by our ordinary Calendars printed amongſt vs, 
. D 2 | Having 
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Hauing now. made ſome hiſtorical narration of 
this Lady Vr ſula, I will deſcend to the relati- 
on of ſome particular matters that I obſerued 
in this Church wherof I now ſpeake, dedicated 
vnto her. Here I ſaw a great many monu- 
ments. For here I told five and thirtie great 
ſtony ſepulchres of great height, breadth, and 
length | Amongſt the reſt I taw the tombe of 
S. Vyſula herielie with her image erected at one 


end of it, and it is incloſed round about with 


a grate of yron which: one of the Teſt haue. 
Alſo this together with all the reſt hath a can- 
dleſticke infixed into it; and the pictures of 
many Queenes with crownes vpon their heads 
are repreſented vpon the ſides of the monu- 
ments. Belike they were flaine here by the 
Moores at the ſame time that S. Vrſula was. 
The ſkull of S. Vrſula with two more is pla- 
ced in the quire, at the top of the high alter. 
being put in a caſe or couering of gold, but 
they are neuer ſhewed but vpon ipeciall daies. 
Saint Vyſuluet head is placed in the middeſt of 
the three : all which haue certaine yron lattei- 
ſes made before them. The bones of theſe 
_ virginall Martyrs are kept in ſcuetall places, 
partly in the Church of the Micchabees, and 
 purtly in the Chuich of S. Vnſula. But here 

is the greateſt part of them, being diſtribu- 
ted into diuers places of the Church; For as 
ſoone as I entred it, I obſerved them firſt in 
that part of the church which is without the 
body; where on three ſides of the ſame part 
of the Church, their bones lie in great heaps 
1 & togethcr 
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together. Vnder them are placed their ſkuls, all 


which are couzred ouer with a ſleight kind of 


covering. But in the bodie of the Church Lob- 
ſerued a farre greater maltitude of theſe morti- 


fying obiects. There alſo they are divided into 


three parts | that incloſe. the bodie. And their 
ſculs with the like couering are laid vnder 
them. Likewiſe, many images of then are 
erected in diuers places. At one end of the, 
Church there is a certaine frame made in the 
forme of a cupboord that contaih-th their ois 


onely, that ate couered with couerings like 


to the reſt; before mentioned, which I flaw 


; 


through, a a frame of glaſſe that is placed before 


them. Againe, all the vpper pat te of the quire 
round about are filled yp with their bones, the 
ſkuls being placed vader them, whereoF.mo't 
haue hlacke taffata caſes th it are diftinguith«:

to communicate to the reader, as well as the 
reſt, Hoping that they will be ſo farre from 
corrupting any good chriſtian that ſhall reade 
them, that they will rather the more confirme 


him in the true religion of Chriſt, by obſeru- 
ing the grofle vanities of the Papiſts. ' The 


firſt was this, which I ſaw written in a cer- 
taine table hanged vpon one of the pillars.

Chriſt, as it appeareth at large in the ſeuenth 
chapter of the ſecond booke of the Macca- 


bees, Where it is mentioned that the ſeuen 


ſonnes together with their Mother had their 
tongues and the vtmoſt parts of their bodies 
cut off by the commandement of King An- 
Ticbhus, their ſkinbe pulled ouer their heads 
with their hair; 1 
a frying pan, only becauſe they would 
eate no Wines fleſh. Certainely this Monu- 
ment is very memorable, and worthy to be 
ſeene by a curious traveller, if a man were 
ſure that theſe were the true bones of them. 


For truly for my one part I will confeſſe, 


I loue to ſee theſe kind of things as much as 
any man living, eſpecially when I am per- 
ſwaded that there is no deluſion. . But indeed 
there is ſo great vncertainty in theſe Papiſti- 
call reliques, that a man cannot certainly tell 
which are true, and which are falſe,” Over 
the dore as I entred the Court that leadeth to 
the Church, I obſerued the Image of the moth- 
er and her ſeuen ſonnes boyled in a cauldron, 
with the flames of fire vnder it, and beneath 
the Image this inſcription is written.

Laſtly, I viſited the tem 4 of Saint Gereon, 
a holy man that was te in this City, in

In his Temple 1 I PReN 8 Tombes of The. 


dean Martyrs that were martyred with Saint 


Gereon, and of the Moores that fuftered mar- 
tyrdame with Saint Gregorie. Theſe tombes 
are in the body of the Church: ſeven in a 
Tombe, eight, ten in a Tombe, &c. with the 
pictures of them in the out outſide, whoſe bo- 
dies are incloſed in the infide. Alſo there is 
one very great ſtony Tombe in a lowe vault 
or crypta, vnder the entrance of the Quire, 

and at the entry of the ſame vault there is an 


yron grate. In this tombe lyeth the body of 
Saint 
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Saint Gereon, and many more of the Thebean 
Martyrs. In the ſame Vault there is a taper 
alwaies burning. Alſo round about the quire 
the whole, hiſtory of his martyrdome and his 
aſſociats is written in Latine in ancient cloth 
of Arras. And towards the end of the Quire 
the bones and ſkulles of the fame Marty is are 
incloſed within a frame of glaſſe on both ſides 
of the Quire, their ſkulles being couered with 
pretty ſilken caſes as thoſe of the Virgins in 
the Church of Saint  Frjula and the Macca- 
bees. An the middeſt, ol each of theſe, bones 
is the head of a blacke Moore placed, made 
as farre as his breaſt, whereof the one N 


ſenteth Saint Gregerie; whom the other, I 


. not. 

The hiſtories of ſacred and religious mat- 
ters ended, Iwill now deſcend to ci- 
uill and ſecular matters: and will make men- 
tion of their Prætorium, or Senate houſe, which 
they commonly call the Rathauſz. Certainly 
the outward workmanſhip of it isa thing of 
ſuch gorgeous magnificence and admirable ſtate 
that I preferre it both ſor the front, and for 
moſt of the outward worke, before any Se- 
nate houſe that euer I ſaw either in my oe 
country, or abroad: only the Prætorium of Pa- 
dua excepted, Which is commonly eſteemed 
the faireſt ot Chriſtendome. This of Colen 
is of a moſt lofty heigth, which maketh it 
ſeen a farre off, wholy compoſed. of very e 
legant ſtone, and mol} excellently 'beantificd 
with utah ſtore of faire images; alſo the cu- 

rious 
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tious workes in ſtone, the pinnacles; and o- 
ther exquiſite deuices together with the deli- 
cate white toppe, doe yeeld a moſt pompous 
ewe. Hard by this goodly building which 
ſeemeth to be of ſome antiquitie, is lately e- 
rected another portly edifice as part of the 
om houſe, which doth maruailouſly adorne 
For beſides other ornaments it hath a faire 
ard, and a fine walke beneath. The edge 
whereof is beautified with rich marble pillars, 
whoſe baſes are exactly wrought with many 
artificiall borders. Alſo to adde the more grace 
to the worke the pillers of the top are at both 
endes gilted. Moreouer there is another thin 
which doth exceedingly garniſh this beautiful 
ſtructure. For whereas there are three ſeue- 
rall fronts belonging to this building, each of 
them is decked with memorable hiſtories touch- 
ing the antiquities of this renowned city, which 
indeed doe worthily illuſtrate the place. In 
the faiteſt front of all, theſe two een 
Firſt this.

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golden Lyon carued in ſtone, together with 2 
certaine valiant Champion, who clapping his

IT Therefore, before I write the next inſcripti- 
on I will here adde a paſſing memorable hiſto- 
ty, which I haue both heard in the Citie, and 
read in Munſter, touching the man. that flue 
the Lyon; which indeed is as worthy the read- 
ing as any thing I baue written in my whole 
booke. It hapned about the yeare of our Lord 
1260. that there was great diſſention betwixt 
the Archbiſhop of Colen and the City: at what 
time it chanced alſo that two of the Canons 
of the Cathedrall Church that fauored the Bi- 
ſhops faction, had a certaine Lyons whelpe, 
which they fed and brought vp for the honour 
of the Biſhop. Now whereas the {aid Canons 
bare a great ſpight and malice to the Conſul 
of the City, whoſe name was Hermannus Gryn, 
they inuited him one day very kindly to din- 
ner vader colour of friendſhip, and when he 
came to their houſe, ſhewed him this young 
Lyon, whom they kept hungry without meate 
ſome two or three daies before, and fo forced 
him vnawares and wo no ſuch matter, to 
approach neerer to the Lyons denne then it 
was fitte for him. Preſently after this the 


Canons conucighed themſelues out of the 
..roome, and hauing ſhut the dore waited with- 
out, ſtill expecting when the Lyon would de- 
voure the man. But the Conſul being a _ 
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of a notable courage and ſtout ſpirit, when 
he ſawe that he was by the treachery of theſe 
led Prelates brought to theſe extremes, either 
to be devoured by that mercileſſe and fierce 
beaſt, or to fight manfully for his life, did 
put on a valiant reſolution, verifying that 
ſpeech of Virgil, 5 | 

* Audentes fortuna iuuat ——— 


Clapped his cloake about his left hand whick 
he boldly thruſt into the Lyons mouth as he 
came gaping towards him, and with his right 
hand flue him, and fo finally by this -meancs 
eſcaped free from danger. Afterward he ſent 
Officers for the two Canons with command - 
ment to apprehend-them, and to ſee them in- 
continently hanged. Which was accordingly - 
performed. Hauing now mentioned this re- 
markable Hiſtory' of this valiant Colonian, 
Champion (the like whereof I neuer read or 


| heard of, ſauing Sampſon, Daniel the Prophet, 


King Dauid, Benaiab one of Dauids three Wor- 
thies, Captaine Ly/macbasin the time of Alexan- 
der the _ and one of our Engliſh Kinges, 
Richard the firſt ſurnamed Cor de Lyon,) I will | 
now at length aſter ſo long an introduction 
adde the ſecond inſcription which is this.

Vader theſe hiſtories round. about the 3 
fronts, - the heades of the twelae firſt Romane 
Emperours to Damitian, are carued with their 
titles round about them written in gold. The 
lower part of this Prætorium is adorned with 
ſeuen very beautifull arches, whereof: fiue are 

e in one rowe, and two at the fides. At the 
'opp e of the front, euen in the middle of the 
Nor. III. E ſame, 
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ſame, the image of juſtice is .aduanced in 
milke-white ſtone, with a ſword in one hand, 
and a'payre of ſcales in an other. At the ends 
of the toppe the atmes of the eity are curiou- 

ſly preſented, vis. the Lyon and the Griphin, 
and betwixt them their ſcutchin, which is a 
golden helmet. At the toppe of all, the Em- 
perours armes, the blacke ſpread- eagle is erec- 
ted, adorned with a golden Crowne, in regard 
the citie is imperiall. 

Now I will make ſome ſhort mention of 
their Vniuerſitie. For there is an Vniuerſitie 
in this citie: which was inſtituted in the yeare 
1388. vader Pope Vrban. It conſiſteth of 
three Colledges, whereof I ſaw the ancienteſt, 
and the Teſuites Colledge. But they are but 
meane buildings in compariſon of the noble 
Colledges of our famous Engliſh Vniuerſities. 
I oblerued a pretty towne on the other fide 

of the Rhene called Teuſch, which though I 
- was not at it, but onely ſaw it afarre off, I will 
mention for two moſt memorable matters that 
I haue heard and read of it. The one is, that 
it is reported to haue bene firſt inhabited by 
ancient Tuſco otherwiſe called Teuto (whom l 

haue before mentioned / the ſonne of the Patri- 
arch Noah by his wife Aregia; who being ſent 
by his father into' theſe parts of Europe, made 
his ' refidence in the ſame place, which is ſaid 
to derive his denomination of Teich from this 
Teuto. Howbeit, I will not confidently auouch

Mentz: becauſe 1 Hos neither heard nor read. 
of any. Onely I can ſay that it was orice 
much blemithed by Attila King of the Hunnes, 
and a long time after that by the Notmanes 
in the time of the Sele Lotharitts the 
ſecond,. who did much eclipſe the glory of it, 
and defaced many goodly : bones” at my 
fame time that fx facked' the towhe' of 
Bonna, as I have 4 written. But in ſtee 
of writing of worthy battels, il menti 
two famous wights that once ſiued in this 
citie, who'by their excellent Martial diſcipline 
and renowned victories, Will be eternized in 
Chronicles of fame till the end of the world. 


The one was Vpius Traian, that puifſant Spa- 


niard and the fourteenth Romane Ermperour, 
who being adopted by Corcerus © Neraa to 
ſucceet him in the Empire, was ſent for to 
this citie of Colen, where he was then Cap- 
tairle or Lieutenant of a Romane legion.

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The other was the victorious; warrier and 
glorious: conquerour of the Saracens, Carolus 
Martellus, (of whom I haue before made 
mention in my notes of S. Denic) who after 
the death of his father Pipin, was impriſoned 
in this citie, being a yong man, by the 
meanes of his ſtepmother Moldruda. But 
being by the mercifull prouidence of God 
aſter ward releaſed, he became the moſt fortu- 
nate and valiant Martialiſt that was then in all 
the worlde. 

Now were it expedient that I ſhould make 
| ſome relation of their magiſtrates and gou- 
ernment. But I hope thou wilt pardon me, 
although I cannot ſatisfie thee in thoſe affaires 
of policy. I would haue thee conſider that i 
made my-abode in Colen but two daies. Dur- 
ing which ſpace 1 hope thou wilt ſay I was 
not idle. 

Here at the concluſion of this hiſtory of 

Colen I will briefly mention one notable thing 
that I ſaw in this citie, beſides all the reſt -be- 
fore mentioned. It was my chance to ſee the 
picture of our famous Engliſh Ieſuite, Henry 
Garnet, publikely expoſed to ſale in a place of 
the citie, with other things. Whoſe head was 
repreſentedi in that miraculous figure imprinted 
in a ſtraw, as our Engliſh Papiſts baue often 
reported. A matter that I perceiue is very 
highly bonoured by divers Papiſts beyond the

Tut much of Colen. 
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Departed from Colen in a boate downe the 
Rhene vpon a Wedneſday being the one 
aud twentieth of September, about two of the 
clocke in the afternoone, after I had made my 
aboade there two daies, and came to a certaine 
ſolitary houſe nine miles beyond it, fituate by 
the river fide, about eight of the clocke at 
night, being accompanied with foure Engliſh 
men whoſe names were Peter Sage, and James 
Tower, Londoners, William Taſſel, aCambtidge- 
ſhire man. Theſe three had bene at Franck- 
ford Mart. The fourth was one Richard Sa- 
uage, a Cheſhire man, that came then from 
the Vniuerſity of Minychea in Bauaria; where 
he had ſpent ſome time in ſtudie. The two 
later of theſe foure proceeded in. their iourney 
with me till we came to Fluſhing, the fartheſt 
towne of Zealand, where I was imbarked for 
England, & there we parted companie. Alſo 
there was another in our boate, whoſe compa- 
ny I enioied all the way betwixt Mentz and 
Colen, that. miniſtred great delight vnto me 
with bis elegant, learning, His namg was 
Chriſtopher Hagk, borne in Koningſperg the 
Metropolitan citie of Pruſſia, and a famous 
Vniueffity. Alſo he was the ſonne and heire 
of the high Conſul, of the citie. A ſociable 


and pleaſant Gentleman, and one that had bene

Betwixt Duysburg and the endes Rhene- 
Barke l obſerued the lamentable tokens of the 
Belgicke warres; three Churches very mĩſera- 
ly battered and facked, which was done by 
the ſouldiers of the Graue Maurice. About 
a mile before I came to Rhene- Barke I ſaw 
4-certaine tower in the towne of Dinſlakiig,

W When I came to "RhenasBarke,vbich 
is a towne belonging to the, Archduke Albert, 
and guarded by 2 garriſon of his ſouldiers, 
there: hapned this accident; our whole com · 
pany was ſtayed from paſſing any farthet, by 


vertaine officers, for the ſpace of twa. houres, 


to dur great terror and amazement, inſomuch 
that we could not be ſuffered to depart till we

to Emricke, a faire towne of Cleueland, fixe 
miles therehence, and ſituate by the Rhene, 
about nine of the clacke the fame morning. 
In this tone I aw nothing memorable (tor 
deede'that little time that 1 ſpent there [ 
owed in the refection of my body y, that 
{on no leiſure to walk abroade) and there- 
Iwill let it paſſe without any farther men- 
tion but only the name. I departed therehence 
about noone the ſame day, and came about 
. three of the clocke in the afternoone to the 
"City of Nimmigen i in Gelderland, being nine 
es beyond it. This dayes journey way but 
Einen miles. In my journey betwixt Emricke 


Lan Nimmigen I ſaw the 00 of Clene, in 


atin Chuium, the Metropolitan of 'Cleue- 
and, fituate afarre off from the Rhene, a 
prety way vp in the country. It ſeemeth to 
| be a faire City. For it yeeldeth a beautiful! 
ſhew afarre off. Alfo 1 obſerued one very 
emorable thing about fix miles on this fide 
Nimmigen, a certain ſconce in an iſland of the 
Rhene called Skinkel-ſconce, I heard that it 
is eſteemed the ſtrongeſt ſconce of all Europe. 
It helongeth to the States, and ftandeth in a 
certaine little Ifland which was converted to 
ſuch an impregnable fortification by the rare 
wention of a certaine Dutchman, whoſe 
name was Skintel, from whome the fort bath 
His denomination. It hapned that this Skins 
le was afterwards drowned in the the river 
1 Well, neere the W of FOI The 
conce 


South, with the country of Iulia.

But now — begia co:maitaf the city | 
of Nimmigen, I will make ſame mention of 
the country-wherein it tandeth, The Latine 
name is Geldria, but the vulgar Dutch, Gels 
derland ; one of the ſcuenteen Prouinces of 
the Netherlands, and one of the eight vated 
prouinees that belong to the States, In the Eaft; 
it as bounded wich Cleueland. In the Weſt, with 
Holland and Brabant. In the North, with 
Friſland & a creeke of the German Sea. In cha 
It is ſaid 
that the whole Prouince is ſo plaine, that 
there is not as much as one hill af any note 
to be ſeenc in it. Againe, all this plain is ſo 
excecdingly furniſhed withabundance of wopd. 
that there are few vacant places vnwooded. 
Beſides, it is eſteemed ſo fertile a Territory, 
that it bringeth forth all manner of £qmmo- 
dities whatſoeuer, ſauing wine. For two 
thinges it is very memorahle. For the admi- 
rable {tore of corne that it yeeldeth, and the 
goodly paſtures and meadowes for fatting of 
Cattel, ＋ the which it is ſo famdus, that 
ſometimes leane cattell are ſent hither to 
eing from the fartheſt confines of Denmarke. 
Alſo, it is well watered with theſe threr fas 
mous Riuets, the Rhene, the Maze, and the 
Wael, and {@ populous, that it cantaigeth 
twenty two walled townes, and three: han- 
dred xillages. The ancient inhabitants of 
this country, many yeares before the incarna- 
nation of Chriſt, and after, were called $r- 
cambrt,

FI HIS-Citie hath three names, ae 
1 two, Neamagus and Nouiomagus. But 
the vulgär name is Nimmigen. It is the 
Metropolitan:of Gelderland. And is of that 
antiquity, that it was built about 582 yeares 
before the incarnation of Chriſt by the ancient 
Sicambri. It is ſituate inecre the riuer Va- 
Bali, commonly called the Waell, which is 
one of the three mouthes vf the Rhene where- 
with he eronerateth himſelfe, partly into the 
Ocean and partly into the riuer Meuſe. The 
Emperor Curls the Great was ſo delighted 


with the ntnation of this eity chat ho did otten 


Ws Imperiall Court here, and built a 

t palace in the ſame, which 
— long time after his death, till the fu- 
"__ Normans wing #he-Ciry,/inthe time 
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d of the Etnperour Loaburius the ſecond, who 
A vtterly deſtroied that palace with many other 
n buildings of the City. The fireets are very 
afi faire, eſpecially one amongſt the reſt, whielt 
It is the ſame that leadeth vp to the market 

from the gate neere the riuer Waell at the en- 
e- trance of the towne. But this ſtreete is ve 
ite vneuen, being a continuall afcent till one dot 
or enter the market place. Againe, it is much 
ed graced with two goodly rowes of beautiful 


buildings on both ſides, being built ah with 
bricke, and garniſned with battlements, ac- 
cording to the German forme of building; as 
haue before often mentioned. Their mar- 
ket place is very faire and ſpacious, paved al! 
P with bricke, and adorned with ſtately build- 
ne ings on euery ſide. A little beyond their mar- 
ut ket place is their principal church. Vou en- 
the ter a pretty church before you come into the 
hat Churchyard, ouer the gate whereof theſe two 
res ſentences are written in golden letters.

Alſo it is beau- 
tied with a faire paire of Organs whieh haue 
the blacke Spreadeagle the Emperours armes

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in it, in regard the Citie is imperiall. Hard 
by the Church there is an ancient & magnifi- 


cent building, which I think in times paſt was 


a religious houſe.” But now I vnderſtand it is 
conuerted to a ſchoole. Vpon one fide whereof 
towards the Church are tenne buttreſſes, and 
in each ſpace betwixt euery couple of them is 
written one of the tenne Commandements, all 
of them being comprehended in as many La- 
tin verſes. Likewiſe vnder this ſchoole there 
is a roome reſerued for the beſtowing of mu- 
nition. The Prætorium or rather the Stadt- 
houſe (for fo in all the Cities & townes of 
the Netherlands doe they call a Senate houſe, 
the word being compounded: of Stadt, which 
in the Dutch tongue ſignifieth a towne, and 
| boufe) is a very ancient & ately place, the 


front whereof'is graced: with many faire ima - 


ges. At one ſide of the towne neere to their 
key I obſerued an ancient Caſtell built with 


bricke, and inuitoned with a faire wall. Be- 


ſides all theſe ornaments of the City already 
mentioned, there is one thing more that doth 
ſpecially grace it. Euen a faire front of build- 
ing at the entrance of the city before you en- 
ter che firſt gate, Which front or ies ex- 
2 tendeth it ſelfe in a goodly length, and mi- 
niſtreth a notable ornament to that part of the

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which they pay is nothing but a gloue full of 
guhnepowder that they ſend once euety yeare 
to the city of Aquiſgranum otherwiſe called 


they haue obſerued theſe many yeares. The 
religion of the city is wholy Proteſtant. It is 
much giuen to tratfique, and inhabited by 

many wealthy Merchants. When E was in 
Nimmigen, there was a great garriſon of ſol- 

diers planted there that conſiſted of three thou- 

ſand men of armes, who did continually watch 
and ward for the defence of the City. Againe 


other leſſer companies, whereof each contained 
one hundted and fifty N of which three 
were Engliſhmen. . 

In this city was borne one en inge 
man, whom for his great learning ſake (though 
indeed he were an 'Arch-papiſt) I will name, 
euen Peter Canifius, He was the firſt Teſuite 
of Germany, and choſen Prouinciall of the 
reſt of the German Ieſuites by Ignatius Loyola 


in Rome, Sicilie, and in diuers Vniuerſities of 
Germany, eſpecially Ingolſtad, hee was pub- 
like reader Diuinitys & laſtly at Friburg a 
fayre city of Switzerland, where he died the 
ſeuenty ame: your: * arp age, ou 2

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J Obſerued certaine things both in this Citie 
1 of Nimmigen and in other townes of the 
Netherlands, which I could not perceiue in 
any place of high Germany. For it is their 
cuſtome in the innes to place ſome few peeces 
of: browne bread; hard by the gueſts trencher, 
and a little white loafe or two. In many places 
alſo at the beginning of dinner or ſupper they 
bring ſome martlemaſſe beefe (which cuſtome 
is vſed alſo in ſome places of the Griſons coun- 
trie, as I haue before mentioned) and a good 
peſtle of bacon to the table, before they bring 
any other thing. This I obſerued at Colen, 
Recs, and other places: at the ende of the 
meale they alwaies bring butter. One of their 
cuſtomes I much diſliked, that they fit ex- 
teeding long at theic meales, at the [leaſt an 
howre and hal fe. And very ſeldome do they 
go to ſupper before ſeuen of the clocke. In 
moſt places betwixt Colen and the farther end 
of the Netherlands, euen till I came to Vlyſh- 
ingod, commonly called Fluſhing, the fartheſt 
tone of Zealand, I abſerued that they viſually 
drink beare & not Rheniſh wine, as in the 
higher parts of Germany. For they haue no 
no ine in theit country. This cuſtome alſo 


I oblaruetl amongſt thofe of Cleueland, Gel - 


derland; and Holland, that whenſoener one 
drimketh to another, he ſhaketh his fellow by 
the hand, and whenſoeuer the men of the 
country come into an Inne to drinke, they 
vie to take a tinnen tahkard full of beere in 
their hands, and ſit by it an howre together, 
edy { En yea 
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yes ſometimes two whole howres before t 
will let their tankards go out of theit hands. 

I departed from Nimmigen about eight of 
the clocke in the morning the fiue and twen- 
tieth of September, being Sunday, and came 
to a faire towne in Holland called Gorcom, ſi- 
tuate by the riuer Waell, about ſixe of the 
clock at night. This daics "Tourney was Tov 
and twenty miles. 

One thing J will here peake of * ied 
Rhene that I haue not before mentioned, that 
whereas he deſcendeth prong or ſecundo" 


in all that long ſpace betwixt the citie of Ba-

together with two more that 1 haue already 
named, he diſchargeth himſelfe: all barkes or 
boates that come downe thus far, do goe' very 
eaſily, becauſe it is With the ſtreume i which 
5 the reaſon that all paſſengers which deſcend do 


pay but a ſmall price for their paſſage ; But on 
the contrary ſide all that aſeend doe ſtriue v 


painfully againſt the ſtreame. 80 that all their 


veſſels are drawen by horſes with great niighit 
and maine; For ch cauſe all paſſengers that 
aſcend into the hi er parts of Germany doe 
pay much more or their carriage! thin"thoſe 
that deſcend. act, Jef za, den 
An my lame oy betiwixeNitowilFen and Gets 
com T' paſſed by two pretty townes of Gel- 
derland, ſituate by the riuer Waell, whereof 
the firſt is called Tiel, which is about twelue 
miles beyond Nimmigen ;; the ſecend Bom 
_—_ which is fixe miles beyond Tiel. This

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Bommel is the fartheſt frontier towne weſt- 
ward of Gelderland, and memorable for one 
thing. For I ſaw a great bullet ſticke in the 
Tower of their Church, euen about the toppe, 
which. was ſhot by the enemy in the yeare 
1574. which figures (1574) are ſubſcribed in 
ſuch great characters 'vnder the bullet, that a 
man may very plainly diſcerne them afarre off. 
From Bommel to Gorcom it is fixe miles. 
Alſo I. obſerued another towne oppoſite vnto 
Gorcom on the Ghar ſide of the river, called 
Worcom. 2 2 
Seeing this towne of Gepe is in Hel- 
land, I will ſpeake a little of the country in 
which it is ſituate, before I make any more 
mention of the towne it ſelfe. This country 
was heretofore called Batauia, and the inha- 
bitauts Bara, which are mentioned by Cz- 
far and Tacitus. They were in times paſt 
: accounted. a very ſottiſh- & pony people, 
. cue as the Bœetians were amongſt the an- 
: cient Græcians. But in this age * deſerue 
not to be ſo eſteemed. For they are as in- 
genious bath for: al manuary arts, and alſo 
tor the ingepuous diſciplines, as any people 
wWhatſoeuer in all Chriſteodome: 1 
man that liveth amongſt them may, eaftly 
pereeiue. The name of Batauia was com- 
monly in vſe til the yeare of our Lord 860. 
at what time there hapned ſuch an exceeding 
inundation as ouerflowed à great part of the 
country, and did ſo ſcowre and waſh the very 
ha of the earth, that it bath bene ever 


fince 
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fince oppo as a learned author writeth) that 
is, hollow and ſpungie. For which cauſe the 
old name of Batauia was after ward ch 
to Holland, which is ſo called guaf hollow 
land, or-guaf Hol-land. For kat i in the Fle- 
miſh tongue doth 9 as much as. our 
word hole.

Shall doe this towne more wrong ha T 
haue done to any other citie or towne of 
note in Germany, in which I lay a whole 
night, and in no other reſpect but onely in 
dag ſo little of it, concealing the admi- 
rable beauty thereof. Fot I had not the op- 


portunity to ſurvey it throughly; hing o 


my deſire, bccauſe I came late into it, and 


departed therehence . early the next 
morning. The ſweetneſſe the ſituation, 
the elegancy of their buildings; the beauty uf 
their ſtreets, and all things v eser! in this 
town, did wonderfully delight me; in ſo much 
that as ſoone as I entred into one of the lon- 
ge ſtreets, methought 1 was ſuddenly arrived 
in the Theſfalian Tempe, or the Antiochian 
Daphne. For indeed it is a rot elegant and 
ſweet little towne, ſituate in a plaine, . ore 
by the goodly navigable river Waell. 

And I obſerued ſome of their ſtreets to Is 
| POE, beautifull, both for hos and length. 
EY F4 cabs And 
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Kd they are much graced by the fayre bricks 
aier. For euery ſtreete is very delicately 
aued with bricke, which is compoſed after 
that artificiall manner, that a man may walke 
there preſently after an exceeding ſhower ef 
raine; and neuer wet his ſhooes. The build 
ings are all of brick, of a goodly heigth, 
and an excellent vniformity in moſt of the 
ſtreets, the toppes riſing with battlements. 
I obſerued that theſe kinde of prety buildings 
are of a juſt correſpondency on both ſides of 
the ſtreets, which doe miniſter notable beauty 
to the towne. Their market place is very 
ſpacious and neatly paued with Fricke ine 6 
thi ſtreets. At one ſide whereof there is a 
faire Stadt- houſe adorned with a beautiſull tur- 
ret, from the toppe of which I heard it cre- 
dibly reported by a Gentleman of good note, a 
ma map plainly perceive in a faire day two and 
twenty goodly walled townes, together with 
many faire villages and Gentlemens Palaces in 
the country. At their docke or key, which is 
neare to one of their bridges, I obſeru=d a 
great company of prety ſhips and barkes alſo. 
Another of their dockes bath a faire bricke 
Walke Hard by it, 'Without the gate of which 
Walke 1 obſerued a certaine Wooden itnage 
which'preſenteth the figure of a man as farre 
us the breaſt. This image is erected as a 
marke or bound to the end that no forraink 
barkes or other veſſels may paſſe beyond it, 
Which is Tawfull för thoſe only of the ſame 
towne and none” elſe.

In this ſpace I obſerued one ſpeciall thing. 
On both ſides of the river Waell I faw a great 
company of little caſtels or Forts not 

halfe an Engliſh mile diſtant aſunder, which 
they call Ridonts, wherein preſidiarie ſouls 
diers do lie for the defence of the country; 
fifty perſons or thereabout in each. The like 
[obſerued alſo betwixtNimmigen and Gorcom. 
I heard that this was the occaſion of building 
theſe Ridouts : becauſe the enemie was wo! 
heretofore to inuade the States tertitories in 
the night time, and to take ſome Gentleman 
or ſpeciall man priſoner, and to keepe Him 
captive till he ranſomed himſelfe with a great 
ſumme of money. Hereupon for the ſecurity 
of the country, the ſtates thought good to 
erect theſe little Ridouts. I obſet᷑ued anothet 
thing alſo betwixt Gorcom and Dort that mo- 
ved great compaſſion in me. For 1 1 m 
Churches halfe drowned, all Hoſes er, 
of the tower appearing very plainly Won ache 
water. There were heretofore face Pariſhes 
belonging to theſe Churches, h ich were've- 
terly "defaced with the mercileſſe furie 'of the 
angry God Neptune almoſt two hundred yeates 
lnce, as J wil hereafter more particularly de. 


clare, 
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clare, ſo that there is not the leaſt token of 


them to be ſeene at this day. Moreouer I ſaw 
a faire Caſtell drowned a little on this ſide Dort, 


which in former times belonged to a noble 
man of the country. It was ſeated in a faire 
towne, which hapned to be ſo ouerwhelmed 
with water at the ſame time, that the ſea, did 


ſo looſe his-raines of liberty, to the deſtruction 


of the other townes, that there remayneth 
not the leaſt ſtone thereof to be ſeene, ſauing 
only a part of the foreſaid Caſtell that doth 


now belong to the towne of Dort, by which 


they enioy certaine priuiledges.

FTHIS City in Latin is, called Dardracum, 
but the common word is Dort, and 
ſome doe call it Dordrecht. It is a very. fa- 
mous, opulent, and flouriſhing towne, and 
memorable for many things, eſpecially one 
aboue the reſt. which is worthy the es 


For it is called the Mayden City of Holland, (in 


which reſpect it may be as properly called Par- 


thenopolis, as Naples is in Italie, and May den- 


burg in Saxonie) and that for theſe two cauſes, 
Firſt, becauſe it was built by a Maide, bat 
none of the Citizens could tell me either the 
name of her, or the yeare of the Lord when 


the foundation. was laid. Neither inderde can 


1 findet in any hiſtorian that hath written of 


* the Hollandiſh Cities. But certaine it is that

„I | | | 
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2 Virgin was the firſt founder of it. For a 
monument whereof they haue pictured a beau- 
tifull Virgin in liuely colours according to the 
full proportion of her body, ouer the gate 
neare to their hauen at the firſt entrance into 
the towne. Which picture is adorned round 
about with the armes of the principall families 
of Holland. Beſides, for a farther teſtimony 
of this matter they vie to ſtampe the figure of 
a maide vpon one of their coynes that is called 
a Doit, whereof eight goe to a Stiuer, and 
ten Stiuers do make our Engliſh ſhilling. ' Se- 
condly, becauſe almighty” God hath priui- 
ledged this towne with, ſuch a ſpeciall fauour 
and prerogative, as no City or Towne. that 
I ever read or heard of in all Chriſtendome, 
ſauing only Venice. For it was neuer con- 
quered, though all the circumiacent Cities 
and townes of the whole territorie of Holland 
haue at ſome time or other beene expugned 
by the hoſtile force. The ſituation of it is 
very pleaſant. For it ſtandeth in a prety iſland 
being invironed round about with foure rivers 
that make a confluent,' which are the Moda, 
the Waell, the Linga, and the Merua; ac- 
cording to a prety diſtich that I haue read of 


the ſame rivers, which is:

For indeede it is a moſt lamentable and tragi- 
call matter to be ſpoken, and ſuch a thing as 
cannot but moue great commiſeration. Fot 
| Whereas a part of it was euer ioyned to the 
maine territorie of Brabant, till the yeare of 
our Lord 1420. it hapned that theſe foure fore- 
faid riners,. together with a part of the ſea, 
did that yery yeare vpon the ſeuenteenth day 
of April breake vptheir repagula, their bounds 
within the which they did euer ſoberly con- 
taine themſelues till then, and made ſuch a 
wofull inundation in the country, that I neuer 
read of the like in Chriſtendome fince the ge- 
_ nerall cataclyſine in the time of the Patriarch 
Noab. For they ouerwhelmed ſixteene faire 
Townes : ſome write there were no leſſe then 
threeſcore and ten of them drowned. And 
they ſwallowed vp at the leaſt a hundred thou- 
fand perſons, with al their goods, cattels, and 
whatioever elſe. The pittifull tokens whereof 
IT faw in Aiers places 'of the "Sr Oh there- 


about, namely certaine; towers of Churches 
appearing aboue the waters, which belonged 
to thoſe Pariſhes that were frequently inha- 
bited with people tillithe time of that deluge.” 

The buildings of this Towne, both pub- 
kgpe gad priate, Gere and f en 
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beautifull, being built all with bricke, and 
garnithed with thoſe kind of pretie battle» 
ments that are fo much ved in the Batauian 
Cities: Their ſtreets alſo are of a notable 
length and breadth, in number many, and 
with bricke as thoſe of Gorcom. 
Beſides other publike buildings of the tune 
F viſited their mint, which was built by our 
famous Earle of Leiceſter, at the front whereof 
the Emperours armes are erected: aboue the 
which this word is written in golden letters, 
Moneta. ' And againe vnder that, Due Carole 
. Caſars. | Likewiſe there are eight Latine- 
eee written vpon the front: foure on the 
one fide of the armes, & as many on the other. 
This is the fitſt: Pax & tranguilla kbertas. The 
ſecond, Namen paces dulce gi. The third, Pe-

Alſo there is an other faire houſe wherin his 
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the Archdukes Armie, when he came thither 
from the Hage, a little before my comming 
to Dort. Their Stadt- houſe is a very faire 
building of a goodly height, and büilt all with 
ſquare ſtone, which is rare to bee ſeene in 
Dort. There are foure Churches in the towne, 
whereof two belong to the Citizens; of which 
one is the faireſt of them all, a building that 
ſeemeth to be of great antiquitie, but adorned 
with no worthy Monuments or Antiquities: 
onely it hath faire Tables hanged vpon divers 
Pillars, wherein are written ſentences of holy 


GScripture, like to thoſe that I ſawe in the 


great Church at Nimmigen. The third Church 
belongeth to the Engliſhmen, the fourth to the 
French. Out of thoſe foure Rivers that in- 
uiron the Towne round about, and make it 
an Iland, there are ſome pretie armes deriued 
into the Towne, which doe make certaine in- 
feriour rivers that are very commodious to the 
inhabitants. Ouer one of them that runneth 
through the middle of the towne, there are 
many pretie Bridges, but two eſpecially very 
faire, Whereof one is of Timber, the fair- 
eſt woodden Bridge that I ſaw in Germany, 
ſauing that of Heidelberg. For it is ſo broad 
that three Cartes may paſſe ioyntly together 
duer it. On both ſides of this wi" there 

- lyeth great abundance of ſhippes. The other 

is of ſtone, the edges ee are finely rayled 

with yron rayles contriued in cutious workes. 

For traffique I haue heard that this towne 

doth more flouriſh then any town of all el 
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land, fauing famous Amſterdam. And the 
Merchants of the towne are ſaid to be very 
wealthy. For heere is the principle Staple 
of Hoſtand for all manner of Wines, eſpe- 
cially the noble Rheniſh Wine, from whenee 
it is afterward tranſported into diuets remote 
regions, as to England, &. But the greateſt 
part of it being firſt ſophiſticated i in Dort 7 n 
their &. confectionnss. 

The manuary trades of al ſorts in this towne 
are commended for excellent. It was garded 
with five companies of preſidiary ſoldiers/when 
[ was there, whereof one was Engliſh; For 
the Leager (this is the name of the States ar- 
mie which doth vſe in the time of warres to 
lie abroad in the fieldes) was diſſolued when 
I was in Holland, by reaſon that there was a 
truce betwixt the Archduke and the States, 
and it was diftributed into many ſeveral com- 
panies that were planted abroad in diuers ci- 
ties and townes for the common my of: the 
country, | | 

What excellent men, for the ornaments oe 
learning, this'towne hath bred I doe not re- 
member, ſauing one whoſe name was Guliel- 
mus Lindanus, . who, flouriſhed about © ſome 
forty yeares ſince. A man in his kinde v 
famous, though indeed a Papiſt. In this 
tone of Dort he was borne, but he ſpent the 
greateſt 'part of his life afterward'in Rure- 
munda, à City of ter Whereof he 
was biſhop. 

HO We. This 
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This man alſo hath commended. his name 
to poſterity by his manifold workes, eſpeci- 
ally theologicall, as other learned men whome 
I haye named in my deſcription of ſome of 
the German: Cities. 
_ Having now related ſome of the principall 
thinges of this noble towne, I will conclude 
my. obſeruations thereof, partly with men- 
tion of their religion, which is the Proteſtant, 
For Popery is eleane exterminated out of the 
towne and partly with that memorable %- 
gium that is commonly attributed vnto it by all 
thoſe that know ait well, that it is the very 
Garden: of Holland, _ . 
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LRoM this. towne I once reſolued to haue 
directed my ĩourney to a certain me- 
morable place not farre therchence that | 
might haue communicated one notable thing 
deep d, engoaliznns lit, by way of ouer-plus, to my 

friends and country as well as the reſt, yea 
ſuch a thing as is the moſt monſtrous and pro- 
digious matter that was in apy place of the 
whole, world fince, the creation thereof. But 
my reſolution was hindered by ,a certaine fi- 
niſter chance. Vet I will make. ſore relation 
of the matter as I haue not only heard, but 
alſo. read it in a good author. Though ſurely 
I feare leaſt many will deeme it a meere ex- 
orpitant digreſſion to write of thoſe Meß 
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either by reading or report, which doe not 


fall within the compaſſe of my trauels. There 
is a Monument extant in a certain Monaſtery 
called Laudun neere the famous vniuerſity of 
3 in Holland, where a certaine Coun- 


teſſe called Marg.irite was buried, who was 


the wife of one Hermannus Earle of Henne- 
berg, the daughter of Florentius' the fourth 
of that name, Earle of Holland and Zeland, 
and the fiſter of Millium King of the Romanes. 
This Counteſſe hapned to be delivered of three 
hundred ſixty fiue children at one burden, 
about three hundred and fourteene yeares fince, 


euen iuſt as many as there are dates in the 


yeare. All which, after they were baptized by 
one Guida Suffragan ol Vtrecht, the males by the 


one monument in the Church of the foreſaid 
Monaltery of Laudun, which is to this day. 


ſhewed (as I have beard many worthy trau- 
ellers report that were the eie witneſſes of the 
matter) with a moſt memorable Larue inſerip- 


tion vpon it, together with two braſen baſons 


wherin all thoſe infants were baptized. This 


ſtrange hiſtory will ſeeme incredible (I ſup+ 
pole)” to al readers. But it is fo abſolutely 


and vndoubtedly true as nothing in the world 


more.

the reader. It hapned that a popre woman 
came a begging to the foreſaid Counteſſe Mar- 
garite, hearing a twinne of young babes in 
her armes.

ſhe rather ſcornefully reiected her, affirming 
that it was not poſſible ſhee ſhould haue thoſe 
two children by one man. The poore ſoule 
being much vexed in ſpirit through theſe in- 
iurious words of the I ady, pronounced ſuch a 
bitter imprecation vpon her, that ſhe wiſhed 


that God would ſhew a miracle vpon the Lady, 
as well for a due reuenge vpon her that had ſo 


flandered her, as for the teſtifying of her va- 
ſpotted honeſty and chaſtity; ſhe wiſhed, I 
ay, that God would ſhew, this miracle, that

Secondly, be- 
cauſe the fame of it had inuited mee to haue 
ſeen the place, if one diſtaſtrous impediment 
had not croſſed me. Thirdly, . becauſe I am 
perſwaded this hiſtory was neuer hefore writ- 
ten in our Engliſh tongue, till the Hiſtory of 
the Netherlands was ſet forth in Engliſh nnce 
my arriuall in England from beyond the Seas, 
by that wotthy traueller and thriſe-worthy ſer- 
icant.at, Armes vato.our.Kinges moſt. excel - 
lent Maieſty, and moſt faithfull attendant 
guondam vpon the right Worſhipful Sir Eg- 
ward Phillips, lately the moſt illuſtrious ſpeaker 
of the Parliament houſe, and now Maiſter of 
the Rolles, viz. , Maiſter Edward Grim/ton. 
Wherefore after this long digreffiion, I will 
now returne againe to the diſcourſe of my 
alleged ri ow AL,

But no- 
thing whatſoeuer hath ſo, much graced it as 
the birth of that admirable 'ſweere Schol- 
ler, that worthy ornament df learning, Leui- 
nus Lemnius, a Phyſition, who hath purchaſed 
both himſelfe and his Countrey eternitie of 
praiſe by his elegant Booke, De occultis nature 
miraculis, and other excellent fruites of his ripe 
Wit, that are commonly read in the world to 
the great benefit of the learned. In the fame 
Nand where Zirixee ſtandeth, there is an other 
faire Towne, called Brewers hauen, and a 
Sconce called Bominee, belonging to the ſtates.

Citie that wrong as to write ſo copiouſly of 

many other Cities, and nothing at all of her. 
Middlebor ough hath her denomination from 
a Noble Roman Conſal, called Merellus, who 
is ſaĩd to haue bene the firſt founder of it.

It is: ſtrongly walled, beautifled with faire 
gates, goodly ſtreets,” and very' ſtately build- 
jags of bricke, like to thoſe of thetownes of 
Holland.

I could 
ſee no glaſſe win in their houſes, but 
all 1 made of Firre, which I obferue 
to be generally vſed amęngſt them. Which 
Lattice leaues in the Summer time they doe 
commonly take off, and then, ſeeing they ate 
Greekes, and mertie Greekes too, they lay be 
= properly faid to keepe open houſes. 
Now concerning their lowe houſes, the rea- 
fon why they build them fo lowe is, betauſe 
of the manifold Earthquakes which doe as 
much ſhare this Ilamd as any other place in 
the World. The Earthquakes are fo frequent 
with them, that ſometimes they feele tenne 
of them in 4 moneth. At the time of my be- 
ing in the fame there was a little feeling of an 
Earthquake, which was perceived for ſome 
fine or fixe dayes together. For which cauſe 
on Manday being the eleuenth of Tanuary;' a- 
bout tenne of the clocke in the morning there 
was a Proceſſion about the Caſtle” ſolemnized 


R 4 by 
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by the Greeles Prieſts, that prayed to God to 
ceaſe the Earthquake. Sometimes when it is 
any thing vehement, they vie to ring out the 
Bels of all their Churches. The motion of 
the Earth doth neuer laſt aboue a quarter of 
an houre at the moſt, when it continueth 
longeſt moſt commonly but two or threc mi- 
nutes; during which time it often falleth 


out to be ſo violent, that people fearing let 


the houſes would fall downe then haue bcene 
_ driven out of doores, euen out oſ their naked 
beds, men in their ſhirts, women in their 
ſmockes, carrying their clothes with them, 
that they haue haitily caught vp, and haue at 
leiſure put them on afterward. ,. The time of 
the Earthquake is yncertaine, ſometimes it 
commeth by day, 125 ſometimes by night. 
The natural cauſe of them;is ynknowne.vato 
me: though ſome of the Engliſumen that dwelt 
in the Towyne doe coniecture that it proceed- 
eth from the hollow Caues and Cauernes that 
ate in the bowels of the Earth. It is obſerued 
that their Earthquakes doe moſt. commonly 
happen when there is a ſuddene calme in the 
Sea and quiet weather, and the windes which 


doe for the moſt part accompany it, or rather 


goe before it, and partly eauſe the ſame, are 
Weſt and by North and Weſterly. Neither 
3s this Hand: only ſubiect to theſe Terremotes, 
but alſo the next lle neere.at hand called Ce- 
pbulonia, which is more ſhaken with the ſame 
then Zante: which are the only two places of 
the whole Countrey thereabout that are ai 
* ? noy 
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noyed with Earthquakes. For neither Mo- 
rea neere at hand, nor Arcadia, doe at any time 
feele theſe ſhakings, therefore the fr: quencie 
of theſe foreſaid Earthquakes is the reaſon of 
the low building of the houſes, which would 
the ſooner fall downe with the forcible motion 
of the Earth if they were very high. How- 
beit as lowe as they are, ſometimes two or 
three houſes haue fallen downe with the Earth 
quakes, being rooted out from the very foun- 
dations, and haue beene after ward re- edified. 
Now I will mention a matter of this Towne 
which vato moſt that ſhall reade it will ſeeme 
, almoſt incredible; that albeit it. be no more 
then two miles and a halfe, or at the uttermoſt 
three miles in compaſſe, yet it ſnould containe 
three and fortie Churches and Chappels. A 
thing ſo abſolutely true that there is no con- 
tradiction to be made againſt it: only they 
are ſo little, that a faire Towne, Church of 
England will make very, neere halfe a ſcore of 
them.

e againe, fot it was about ſome twelue 
miles to the place. But inſteed of going thi- 
ther: (whither if we had gone we could not 
haue ſcene any Monument at all, but only a 
— that yeeldeth excellent Wine, Which 

was once a part of the poſſeſſions of char 
peereleſſe Poet, and in which they ſay his bu: 
die lieth; interted) wee went to ar godly Mo- 
naſterie called Emonia, which is by many de- 
the faiteſt of the whole land-: it is in- 
hy Greeſte Monkes called Caloieri, which 
in number two hundred, their reuenewes 
are 
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are at the leaſt five thouſand Dollars by the 

eere, which make a thouſand pound ſterling. 

he Monaſterie ſtandeth vpon the fide of an 
hill; and was built about fixe hundred yeeres 
fince, by the Emperor Conflantinus Monoma- 
ebus ; the Chappell is 2 very beautifull build- 
ing, being built all round, and beautified with 
divers faire marble pillars. There I ſaw the 
goodlieſt waxe Candle that euer I ſaw in my 
life, ſome eight foote high faſtened to a wall, 
& ſo bigge as my middle, for I meaſured it 
with my-girdle : The'firſt Monke thereof was 
one Nicetus. I know nat what kinde of learned 
men the Monkes of this place haue bin in for- 
mer times, but now they are ſo vnlearned, that 


they can onely reade in their owne Manuſcript 


Greeke Bookes, but can neither vnderſtand 
nor ſpeake any learned Greeke, but the mo- 


derne; for I could not finde as much as one 


learned man of the whole two hundred. They 


baue a notable ciiberne of water in their Mo- 
naſtery which is alwaies full of water, to the 


end to ſerue theit turne in time of neceſſitie, 
if they ſhould be beſieged by the enemy. This 
Wy is famous for the Beis that are 
therein, in number foure, not for the great- 
neſſe thereof, but that thoſe Calbieri only of 
all the ather Greekiſh Monkes of the whole 
Greekiſh territorie, are ſuffered” to vis them.

part of the wall, without doubt it was a y 
ſtrong fortification before it was deſtroyed: 
afterward on the right hand of vs, wee faw 
by the 
Sea ſide, but the breadth, height, and len 

of it we did not fo exactly behold; becay 
we were a prettie way diſtant from it: Jikes 
wiſe we ſaw a great many round Marble 
lars ſtandiag vpright in the ground and 115

leeued that as much of euery Pillar lay buried forth 
vnder the ground, as appeared aboue the ground. for t 
Once I was about to number theſe Pillars, but certa 
by reaſon that they were ſo extreamely ſcat- hollo 
tered, I found an extreame difficultie in it, and tl 
and could not doe it truely and exactly with- tire: 
out a longer time then was limited me, but wiriei 
ſurely I thinke there were no leſſe than one ras 
hundred of them, . moſt of them were. growne ged 1 
very rough and ſcabrous, which happened by hat 
the iniurie of all manner of weather in fo 0 
long antiquitie of time; only one of them in Sonde

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whereof the whole proportion of two hands 
(which I coniecture to haue bin the hands of 
ſome great Lady) were ſo curiouſly expreſſed, 
that it is impoſſible for Praxiteles or any other 
that was the moſt excellent caruer in the World 
to ſurpaſſe it. I finde Petrus Bellanius his ob- 
ſeruations of theſe Sepulchers to be very true; 
for that which hee writeth of them is very 
certaine, that they are excauated, that is, made 
hollow in the inſide, in the forme of a Cheſt, 
and that the corners doe remaine whole and en- 
tire; I finde this to be true by my ocular ex- = 
. but moſt of theſe Sepulchers ye 
ooſely vpon the ground, as hauing bin dig- 
ged from the places where they were ſettled, 
over the bodies which lye vnderneath them: 
to What end I know not, only I thinke that 
ſome imagining there might be treaſure; hid 
vnder them, might digge them vp in hope to 
finde ſome Gold or Siluer vnder theſe tombes: 
but Whoſdeuer doe digge vp the Sepulchers of 
dead men for gaine of treaſure, I wiſh they 
may be as much fruſtrated of their hopes as 
he was that in the Citie of Babi/on' did dig 
vp the Monument of Nitocris, Queene of the 
Babylonians, and the wife of King Nebuchad- 
never, in the outfide of whoſe Tombe ſtone 
there Was written a certaine Epitaph, by ſome 
one or ether that ment to delude the Reader; 
for though the Epitaph promiſed treaſure to 
him that ſhould digge vp the Monument, 
yet after he had rooted it vp from the ground, 
inſtead of treaſure he found this memorable 
Vol. III. 8 in- 
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inſeription; My auri inſatiabili cupiditate fla. 
grdfſes, niinquam in defunftorum cadauera ſæui- 
tiam tuam cxercniſen. It grieued me to the 
heart that I could not learne either by inſcrip- 
tions, or any other meanes, Whoſe Monuments 
theſe were! for it is vaine to be induced by 
.conieQures, to ſay they were theſe or theſe 
mens; onely I hope no man will taxe me of 
a raſh opinion, if I beleeue one of them might 
be the Monument of King Las, the enlarger 
of the Citie of Trey; for I remember Gat 
Homer faith in his eleuenth 1/iad, that u: 
was buried in the open as this was; and that 
another of them might be the Monument of 
King Priamus, it is not altogether vnlikely; 
for Virgil writeth in his ſecond Æneid that King 
Priamus, after the late fatall deſtruction of the 
Citie, was ſlaine by Pyrrbus the Son of A- 
cbilles, neere the Troian ſhoare i for thus faith 


He — racet ingens littore truncts. Now though 


mercileſſe Achilles perſecuted the dead carkaſe 
of Hector with that barbarous erueltie, as to 
dragge him ſtarke naked at a Cart's taile three 
times about the wals of the Citie t yet it is 
likely they would ſo much honour the old ſiluet 
haired King Priamus (eſpecially ſinee they had 
now fully ſatisfied their furie, both by burn- 
ing of the Citie, and maſſacring of all the moſt 
Nable Citizens; and with the reſt their laſt 
King) as to couer his body with ſome. royall 
monument beſteming his regall ſtate ; pardon 
me (gentle reader) for this my coniecture. 

J affirme nothing certainely, onely Lune, as 

k | 2 | another 
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another induſtrious traveller would do, that 
hath or hall obſerue the ſame things that I 
haue done, that one of thoſe goodly Monu- 
ments might be the Sepulcher of King Priamut. 

From the place where theſe Tombes la 
we went toward the hauen or mould of Troy, 
which ſeemeth to haue bin a notable place in 
former times; for there remaine worthy ſteps 
of antiquity to this day: a little on this ſide 
the water wee ſaw a very delicate trough of 
white Marble, which whether it ſerued fot 
women to waſh cloathes in, or for any beaſtes 
(as horſes) to drinke in; I know not. The 
mould was in former times a conuenient har- 
bour for little veſſels, as Carmiſals Gallies, 
Frigats, but I doubt whether any great Ships 
could ſecurely ride at anchor there; for the 
Water is ſo fhallow, that I think a veſſel of any 
great burtheti will quickly touch ground, al- 
though perhaps in thoſe daies, when the Citie 
did flouriſh; the water neere the ſhoare might 
be much deeper then it is now, by reaſon of 
the continuall ſcouring and clenling of the 
channell. There remaine certaine memora- 
ble antiquities at this mould; certaine faire 
gray Marble Pillars, in number ten, that ap- 
peare aboue the water, being infixed in the 
going 3 more than the halfe of them I be- 
eeue are buried in the water: all theſe ſtand 
ſomewhat neere together, almoſt in a rowe. 
It is Wikely that'they were heretofore placed 

there to this end, that Barges, Boates, and 
ſuch Kinde of veſſels as anchored there; might 
1 by 
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by the meanes of cables or other roapes be 
ſtaied or tied thereto. There alſo I ſaw a 
very ſtately and gallant aſcent from the land- 
ing place vpwards towards the Citie, a faire 
kind of pile built in the water, reaching vp at 
the leaſt two but lengths (according to my 
opinion) till it ioyneth with the land, and 
made in the forme of a wall: It is fo broade 
that I beleeue three Carts might eaſily go to- 
gether ſide by fide vpon it: it is greatly ru- 
ined and broken downe, the ſtones being diſ- 
Gpated and ſcattered a ſunder; onely the foun- 
dation of a part of it that ioyneth almoſt to 
the land, remaineth very entire to this day ; 
for as I walked vp from the water towards the 
land by chance, I caſt mines eyes vpon the 
left fide of the mould, and found it a very 
notable foundation ; and to the end I might 
the more exactly view it, I leaped downe vpon 
the ſand to ſuruey the ſame : that part of the 
pile conſiſteth of a faire and (ſtrong white 
ſtone, ſquared out very artificially, and of 2 
great length and thickneſſe. As you walke 
vp from this mould towards the Citie, you 
may ſee the ſtately Pallace of the King before 
you, ſtanding in a direct line oppoſite to your 
face: by the conſideration of which I did the 
better confirme that beliefe in my ſelfe, that 


the Pallace, which I will ſhortly ſpeake of, 


might be the place of the King's royall reſi- 
dence : for it was a very delicate paſſage for 
the King, either in a Chariot or a Horſe backe 

from this mould through a ſtately faire ſtreete, 
NT DIRT Loren es 0 
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to his owne Pallace, diſtant but a little mile 
from the water: from this mould wee went 
to a ſtanding poole but a little remote from the 
ſhoare, being I thinke well neere a mile in 
compaſse: which I firſt thought to have bin 
freſh water, but when I taſted it, I found it 
ſalt, and therefore I gather that this is nothing 
but the inundation of the Sea, when it doth 
ſometimes exceede his bankes : hard by one 
ſide of the Poole I ſaw a principall relique of 
antiquitie, a goodly grey Marble Pillar, the 
faireſt that euer I ſaw in my life till then, ly- - 
ing on the ground, and broken in the very 
middeſt: it was three and thirty Geometricall 
foot long (for I meaſured it very exactly with 
a Carpenter's rule of twelue inches) and fiue 
thicke ; neere to the fame Pillar there is a 
broken fragment of Marble, lying in the wa- 
ter, of the ſame colour and proportion with 
the former Pillar, whereby I know that it was 
part of the ſame Pillar: this was the very head 
of the Pillar, being wrought with ſuch a 
kinde of worke as is vſed about the heads of 
Pillars: this part was five foot long, ſo that 
the whole Pillar was eight and thirty foot long, 
being of one entire ſtone as I thinke, though 
it be now broken in three peeces, which came 
to paſſe by the violent fall thereof. MT: ont 
hut a little from this goodly Pillar, which 
I haue now mentioned, there is another almoſt 
as great, lying on the ground, and ſo eouered 
with Brambles and Briers; that I could” not 
perfectly obſerue the length of it. Againe, 
ä 83 eine babes 
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about a butt length further, there is one very 
anemorable gray Marble Pillar more, lying on 
the ground, ſome thirty foot long, foure foot 
thicke, and broken in the middeſt. As we aſ- 
cended higher from the Poole towards the 
Pillar, we obſerued a very lamentable rubbiſh 
of ſtanes intermingled here and there with a 
few little fragments of Brickes, and diſperſed 
ouer thoſe fields that were once filled vp 
with houſes, ſo that I could not tread vpon 
any plot of ground from the mould, till I 
dame to the Pallace, but I found round a- 

bout me old broken ſtones ; in ſome places 
whereol I ſaw. greene Corne growing, whereof 
I did not a little wonder, becauſe. I could 
not conceive how they ſhowld ploygh up 
ſuch hard ſtony earth: on the left hand of 
vs, as we aſcended the ſide of the hill, we 
left the wall of the Citie, which by the 
ruines that remaine there to this day, ſeem» 
eth to haue hin a moſt ſtately thing indeede. 
Some thinke it is at the leaſt; thirty foot 
high, and of a great thickneſſe 3 it conſiſt- 
eth of faire and great aſhler ſtones of 4 
white colour, being built with the ſame 
from the very foundation, till towards the 
top; and then are built againe vpon the 
ſame with certaine lefſe ſtones: ſo, that the 
Whole in one part conſiſteth of / two kinde 

of ſtones, a great faire aſhler, and a little 
rough ſtone in another part of the aſhler 
onely: this wall funneth vp a great way 
into the Country, being in ſome places bro- 
ken and interrupted, ä In 
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n the outſide of this Wall, which wee 
left on the left hand, we obſerued divers faire 
buttreſſes, which were made ſor the ſtrength- 
ening of the ſame: by whom thoſe wals were 
built, I am vncertaine, but this 1 haue read, 
that us, the fourth King of the Citie, who 
enlarged the fame, built fome part of the 
wals of the Citie ; and that Laomedon finiſhed 
the ſame wals, which being by Hercules de- 
ſtroyed, King Priamus being reſtored into 
this Country, after he was carried away cap- 
tiue into Greece, re- edified them laſt of all: 
as we aſcended the hill, we left a little on 
the left hand of vs the ruines of a faire and 
ſtately building, which ſeemed to be the Pal- 
lace of ſome eminent Nobleman, or Gentle- 
"man of the Citie, a good part of the wall re- 
mained and was of a faire height, hauing in 
the outſide certaine faire peeces of white ad. 
ted Marble curigufly wronght, ſtanding in the 
very corner of the wall: not farre from that 
we found a prettie Well, hauing a white Mar- 
ble Pillar, which I therefore mention, becauſe 
T haue read that Wels are very ſearſe in this 
part of the Trojan territory. 

In our journey to the Pallace, wee found 
certain faire Peeces of ſtone, as curioufly 
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carued and wrought, with exquiſite borders 


and workes as euer I ſaw. In one great peece, 
but broken, I found an inſcription, which 
what it ment I could not deuiſe, it was written 
in Latine characters, viz. the word Numinid : 
likewiſe after I found a ſtately peece of white 
Marble, of ſome ſoure foot long, and two 
foot broad, on the which was a very ancient 
inſcription in Latine words written with ca- 
pitall Letters, but they are ſuch exoticke cha- 
racters, and ſo worne out with antiquitie, 
that neither I my ſelfe, nor any elſe of my 
whole Company could perfectly read it: a- 
aine, after that wee found the ruines of a 
ſtately. building neere to this Towne, built in 
a, round, forme, which without, all queſtion 
was a Temple, dedicated to one of their hea- 
then Gods, and therefore we coniectured it 
to be a Religious Houſe, becauſe the manner 
of the ſtructure thereof differed much from 
the forme of all the other buildings that we 
ſaw there; in the inſide a little vader the 
higher part of the wall, we percciued ſome 
fiue or ſix peeces of white Marble ſtanding 
round in a rowe, and very artificially wrought. 
A little from this Temple we found a vault 
in the ground, which I thinke in former times 
had bin a large thing, and of a goodly length, 
but now it is almoſt ſtopped vp. I with ſome 
few more of our Company entred this vault, 
and found. it full of ordure and dung of cattle. 
Againe a little aboue this we came into another 
_ vault built with a faire fine Ranks Ape de 
8 ; | 1 arched; 
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arched ; this vault was of a goodly height and 


length, and diſtinguiſhed with many arches | 
throughout the whole length thereof : all 
our company entered in at one end, and went 
forth at another: here alſo wee ſaw abundance 
of ordure wherewith the bottome of the vault 
was filled from one end to the other; the 
reaſon of it is becauſe the poore Heardſmen 
doe oftentimes in the winter put their, Cattle 
all the night in theſe places: after that wee 
ſaw two more vaults vnder the ground, but 
entred neither: being now come ſomething 
neere to the Pallace, we left on the right hand 
a ruined Caſtle or Fortreſſe, built vpon a 
Mount, about the lower part whereof were 
ſundry-arches ; this Fort (for ſo I take it to 
haue bin) was built round, and thoſe: arches 
ſtand in a faire rowe round about the ſame, an 
ornament paſſing faire to the building when it 
was entire: a great part of the ground betwixt 
the mould and the Pallace is beſet. with cer- 

taine Trees of diuers kindes, as. Mulberr7 
trees, Figge trees, Boxe trees, Oliue trees, 
Live Oake trees, Almond trees, whereof ſome 
we ſaw beare bloſſomes when we were there: 
alſo it beareth Broome of a great height, and 


ſuch as yeeldeth a prettie kinde of ſent; the 


next thing of remarke that preſented it ſelſe 
vnto vs, immediately before we entered the 
Pallace, was a certaine heape of ſtones vpon 
the top of a Mount neere to the foote of the 
Caſtle, and diſperſed about the ſides of the 
fame Mount: theſe are free ſtones, many 
5 l ; 2 | whereof 


white ſhew, that the firſt time looked v MN it 
without the helpe of an Optiche Glaſſe, 1 
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| whereof preſented a blackiſh hewe, and were 


cunningly ſquared out, as our aſhler ſtones of 
England for building. I neuer ſaw fairer ſtones 
in my life to adorne the frontiſpice of any Pal- 
lace then theſe were, and being fo neere vnto 
the Pallace, I am perſuaded they are the ruines 
of ſome part thereof. $ it 

Having now beheld theſe forefaid ſquare 
RKones,''we approached neere to the foot of 
the Pallace which I thinke was by the ancient 


Poets Greeke and Latine called Pergamum, by 


which word, whether they vnderſtood the prin- 


__<ipalt Caſtle of the Citie, or the Palace wherein 


the ancient Kings kept their Court, I cannot 
vertainly affirme. ' The whole Frontiſpice 
conſiſted of a moſt beautiful white ſtone, 
cut ſquare like our Azure ſtones in Exgland, 
the faireſt for the breadth, length, and thick- 
neſſe that euer I ſaw; though now through an- 
Uquitie of time the beautifull grace of the ſtone 
is fomewhat diminiſhed. The whole front of 
the Palace, faving a little at the top, confiſteth 


- of fach' ſquare ſtones. Euery ſtone hath in 


the middle part of the front thereof a certaine 
little hole, which to what end it ſerued I 
know not. This front for a piece of plaine 
None Worke doth yeeld the faireſt ſhew that 


euer I faw in any Palace in my Þfe.' And 


though 1 thinke it is as ancient as the Citie of 
Troy, yet to ſtrangers that ſaile ypon the Chan- 
nell neere at hand, it preſenteth fach ' a faite

thought it had beene ſome new Building raiſed 
within theſe few yeeres. 

The front is beautified with three- N 
whereof that in in the rundle (which E thinke 
ſerued for a Gate) is farre the faireſt, tie other 
two ſtanding in the ſame row, each on each fide 
of the middle Arch, are by halfe leſſer then 
that in the middle, which for height and 
breadth is by many degrees the moſt magniſi- 
cent that euer I ſaw, fairer not only then the 


goodſieſt Palace gate that euer preſented it ſelfe 


to mine eyes till then, but alſo then the great- 
eſt Gate of any Church that euer I becheld. 
which doth argue the incamparable magniſi- 
cence: of the Palace, when it flouriſhed ou J 
his glory. It is ſame fortie Geometricall ſoote 
broad, and ſixe and thirtie foot high, but 
ſrom the very top of the Frontiſpice from the 
grouod I 3 foot high, for 1 
tooke the Altitude and Latitude of it by a Mar 
thematicall Inſtrument. No in that I call 
it a Gate, you muſt conceiueT meane nat the 
Iaſtrument of a Gate which ferueth to ſhut 
and apen, (for there remaines not the leaſt ſiap 
of any ſuch thin g) but a voide and open ſpace 
which (as it is credible) was once Curnithed | 
with 2 ſtately Gate, which Gate now it 4s 
RR conſiſted of two leaves. | Neither 
af thoſe leaues if it were ſtrengthened with 
great barres of Iron and „ 
to the proportion of ſuch a Gate (as goodly 
Gates are now a dayes) I beleeue could hardly 


be 7 pm ſhut. without the main * 
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of ten exceeding: ſtrong men. The moſt en- 
tire and ſolid piece of Worke that I ſaw ſtand- 
ing amongſt all the ruines of Troy, was this 
front of the Palace, which ſtandeth fo per- 
fectly, that I could not perceiue the leaſt ble- 


miſh or cracke in the whole Frontiſpiece fa- 


uing in the vpper part thereof, about the top 
which conſiſteth of Bricke, and is built in a 
bending forme. | Beſides, there is one little 
defect more, for certaine ſtones of white mar- 
ble, which are pretily contriued in a row a- 
boue the top of the Gate, and curiouſly 
wrought, are ſome what broken. At the 
corners of the middle Arch there are two 
pieces of white marble very exquiſitely carued 
with curious Borders and Workes expreſſed 
therein, the like alſo is in the further corner 


of the wall of this ſtone, from the which 1 


brake off certaine ſtones to carrie with me into 


my Countrey, and to reſerue them in my ſafe 


cuſtodie for memorable Antiquities while I 
liue. At the top of the middle Arch, there 
are two prettie holes in which Bees doe breed 
honey at a certaine ſeaſon of the yeere, as a 
certaine Turte that ſhnewed vs theſe Antiqui- 
ties did inform vs. Halfe of the middle Arch 
is now ſtopped vp with the like kinde of great 


ſtones as are compacted into the Frontiſpice: 


and in the other halfe, which is partly open, 
there remaine diuers confuſed heapes of the 
like ſtones. It happened that when wee had 


throughly ſatiated our eyes, with contempla- 
tion of ; eſe ancient ruines, the Chifetaine of

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the company, a ſworne Brother of mine, whom 
| haue often named before in this my Booke, 
| Maſter” Robert Rugge, obſeruing that I had 
taken paines for ſome few houres in ſearching

I am arriued (with the reſt of my deere 
Countrimen) after ſo many bitter ſtormes; and 
cruell conflicts of the winds, in the moſt re- 
nowned place of the whole World (only God's 
ſacred' Citie of Jeruſalem excepted) ancient 
Troy, old decayed Jium, the Ladie or rather 
Queene of all Afia; yea the principall and 
moſt noble part thereof, is the moſt Noble 
place which our Brityh feete dot now tread 
vpon. Me-thinkes, we being conducted of

Amongſt the reſt 
there was one little Boy of ſome twelue yeares 
of age, that turning in a corner of the roome 
ſtrucke no ſmall admiration in all the Specta- 
tors that were ſtrangers. This turning they 
kept for the ſpace of one whole houre at the 
leaſt: during which time ſometimes they tur- 
ned exceedingly ſwiftly, ſometimes very gently. 
After they bad halfe . the Singer in the 
vpper roome began to ſing againe, at 1 rout 
nunciation of ſome of whoſe words the Dar- 
wifes ſodainly mumbled out certaine ſtrange 
tearmes, with a moſt hideous kind of mur- 
muring that did in a manner terrifie and aſto- 
niſn vs that were meere ſtrangers to theſe 
' | Cere- 
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Ceremonies. This they did three or foure ſe- 
ueral times with an acclamation of all the 
Jure that food: by. The forme of their 
Dauneing is as ſtrange as the continuance of 
their ſwiftneſſe, for ſometimes they ſtretch out 
their Armes as farre as they can in length, 


ſometimes they contract them in a leſſer com- 


paſſe, ſometimes they hold them about their 
heads, ſometimes againe they per forme cer- 
taine merry geſtures, as if they were drawing 
a Bow and ſhooting forth an Arrow. Like- 
-wiſe ſome of them did continue turning du- 
ring the whole time in one and the ſelfe ſame 
place, and others more forward from one 
corner to another. This exerciſe now driuing 
to an end, one of the Daruiſes beginneth ſome 
Prayer in Arabicte, and continually turning 
about with the reſt of the Company, pro- 
nounceth it with a very audible voyce, and 
his Prayer being ended there is an vpſhot of 


this ridiculous and Ethnike deuotion for this 


time, after it had continued almoſt an houre 
and a halfe. The violence of their turning 
is ſo great, that I haue heard ſome of them 
haue fallen downe dead in the place, through 
the extremitie of their ſwift Circumgyration, 
and whoſocuer hee is that doth ſo, is eſteemed 
for a Saint. Theſe Feaſts are like thoſe Tie- 
tericail Orgia that were performed by the fu- 
-rious'Myrmalores the Prieſts of Bacchus, to the 
honour of their drunken God, vpon the Moun- 
-taines of Citheron in Bœatia. 
Theſe Daruiſen, though they are Religious 


men, 
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men, haue no lands to maintaine them as the 


Cbriſtian Monaſteries haue, but a certaine ſti- 
pend payed them euery day, partly by the 
Grand Signior, and partly by certaine Ba/hawes; 
and it is eſtcemed for ſo holy an order, that dis 
uers Baſhawes haue renounced their Dignitie 
and pompe of the world, and entred them- 
ſelues into this Order for the better ſaluation 
of their foules. And at this day the Grand 
Signior hath a Brother of this Societie that 
liueth in the Sèraglio, whom he hath of- 
ten intended to put to Death, according to the 
old principle of State that hath beene theſe 
many yeares obſerued amongſt the Turꝶiſb Em- 
perours, but hee hath hapned to fall into ſome 


bitter Diſeaſe whenſoeuer he hath thought 


vpon any ſuch matter, which is the reaſon 


that he yet ſuffereth him to liue. 
The twentieth of Aprill there began a Fire 


in Conſtantinople aboùt midnight, which was 
like to haue done much hurt, if it had not 
beene preuented by the care ard indaftrie of 
the Captaine Baſhaw ; for he came there a lit- 
tle after it began with a great multitude of men 


to tepreſſe the furie of the flame as much as in 


them lay. Hee was ſo furious at that time, 
that with a certaine War- like Iaſtrument called 


in the Tub Tongue a Capooch, which is ſome- 


what ite a Mace, he ſtruck a Ianizaris that 
he ſaw rifling of a Hoſe; ſo fietctly vpon the 
head, that immediately he fell downe dead in 
the place t and had don the like to ſomè other 
lunizaries that were the adherents of the other, 
U 2 | in 
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in his enterpriſe of ranſacking other men's 
1 if they had not ſodainly eſcaped by 
ight. For indeed it doth happen that Iani- 
garies doe of purpoſe ſet Houſes on fire, euen 
to the great endangering of the Citie for prey 
and ſpoyle ſake, eſpecially the houſes of Tewes. 
For which cauſe the Jewes within theſe few 
yeares, haue both made their Houſes ſtronger 
then they were wont to, be, and alſo haue 
made Vaults vnder their houſes, into the which 
they may conueigh their goods, whenſoeuer 
there chanceth any ſodaine Fire. At the time 
of this fire there came the Byſfan, which is a 
great man of the Grand Sigmor's, with two 
thouſand men out of the Seraglio, for the 
helping of the Baſhaw. For indeed it be- 
houed the Baſhaw to looke to the maine chance 
for the quenching of the Fire, in the time of 
the Grand Signor's abſence, leaſt if there 
ſhould haue beene any great Hurt done, per- 
haps he might haue loſt his Head after the 
King's returne to the Citie ; but the hurt was 
not ſo great as it was feared to haue beene, 


for there were not aboue fiftie Houſes burnt. 


It is the cuſtome that whenſoeuer any Fire 


riſeth in the Citie, to hang vp him in whoſe 


Houſe it beginneth ; as now a Cook, in whoſe 


houſe it began, was hanged preſently after the 


Fire ceaſed. The like kinde of Fires, and 
much more furious, haue beene often ſeene in 
this Citie, as they are mentioned by the an- 
tient Hiſtoriographers, which haue waſted not 
only the priuate Houſes of the * 
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but alſo Temples, Statues, Pillers, and other 
beautifull Ornaments of the Citie. | 
The one and twentieth of Aprill, about 
ſixe of the clocke at night, I ſaw the moſt 
reſplendent and glittering ſhew that euer I did 
in my life. For the Turkes hanged all their 
Turkiſh Moſquies both of Conſtantinople and 
Galbata with Lampes; which ſtood in a ve 
decent and comely order round about the cir- 
cle of their ſlender Towers, where the Prieſt 
doth vſe to call the people to prayers at cer- 
taine houres limited wh a very loude voyce. 
Some of theſe Towers haue two, and ſome three 
Circles in them, each aboue another. The 
ſhew at the firſt hanging out of the Lampes 
ſeemed ſtrange vnto me, that neuer had ſeene 
the like before; but about Mid- night, when 
it was much darker then when they were firſt 
hanged out, they yeelded a paſſing glorious 
and refulgent Spectacle, for it was my hap to 
ſee them againe. Aboue all the reſt of the 
Towers thoſe foure that belong to the Temple 
of Selyman the magnificent, made a moſt in- 
comparable bright ſhew, for two of the foure 
being adorned with three Circles, had three 
rowes of Lampes hanged out, and the other 
two with two Circles had two more ; the Tow- 
ers of which Temple made the braueſt ſhew 
of all the Towers of the whole Citie. Theſe 
Lampes hanged till foure of the clocke in the 
Morning, and were then taken downe. The 
decaljon of the hanging out of them, was 
becauſe that N ight Mabomet was borne in the

Citie of Medina in Arabia. Theſe kind of 
Lampes they hang out at foure times of the 
yeare beſides; as in the time of Ramazan, 
which is their Lent and laſteth .thictie dayes, 
during which time it is -not lawfull for any 

Tur te to cate or drinke before Night, and then 
they vie to recompence their day Abſtinence 
with their Night Gluttonie. Alſo in that 
ſpace 1anizaries commit ihſolencies againſt 
Chriſtians, taking money from whomlocuer 
they meet by the way. The ſecond beginneth 
in December, and laſteth three dayes, and is 
called Hodglar-byram, &.  __

Firſt rode the 
Sub-baſhaw of Conſtantinople and Galata, with 
one hundred men on horſebacke, and other 
ſeruants alſo they had which went a foot, car- 
lying certaine Muſkets. in their hands. Next 
followed French Souldiers, a company of fu- 
gitiue Rogues, that to get a large pay ſome-. 
what more then they haue, either in their one 
Countrey, or could get in the Low Countries, 
fled to Conſtantinople, to be entertained by the 
Grand Signior, of whom the greateſt part of 
them doth receiue halfe a Doller a day for their 
pay: their Collonell rode with ſome twentie 
of his principall men, and all the reſt, to the 
number of one hundred, with Muſkets on foot; 
after them the Officers of the Arſenall a foot, 
with the chiefe of them a horſebacke, certaine 
of them carrying a Gallie with a man in it, 
a verie ſtrange and ridiculous conceit: for in- 
deed euery one laughed heartily at it; after 
them came Squibſters, but how many in num- 
ber I could not vnderſtand ; then came a great 
multitude of Gemiglandes all on foot, whereof 
one had a feather ſticking in his fleſh, euen in 
his face ſomewhat neere to his right eye: then 
a Coach couered with cloth of Gold, which 
ſerued for the Grand Signior's riding, wherein 
himſelfe and his Sultana did vſe to ride: then 
a. Delee, that is a foole with a Bear's ſkinne 
vpon his backe,; then Chauſes on horſebacke, 
with Braſſe and Iron Maces in their hands, 
which they carried vpon their right ſhoulders, 
theſe were in number 200, and their ſeruanta

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« foot ſixe hundred, and after them ſeuen 
Coaches; then came Ilanizaries on foot foure 
thouſand, with Muſkets, ſome of theſe weare 
Beares ſkinnes ; and after them other Ianiza- 
ries on horſebacke, euerie one hauing a Speare 
in his hand, with a little Flag in the ſame; 


after them againe other kind of Ianizaries that 


weare leather Cappes, on the top of which 
were great white Oſtriche's feathers : then 
came'certaine Horſes: driven by men of pur- 
pole, that' carried water in Leather Bottles for 
men to drinke in: then certaine Turkiſh Saints 
with verie long haire and ragged clothes. 
Next followed a black Elephant, after them 
Ladies, hundred and twelue on horſebacke, 
with three hundred men attending on them, 
and the Mufti; then head Viſiers, being 
eight or nine of the moſt principall of Turk, 
with one hundred Chauſes their attendants ; 
then ſqueaking Muficke both Vocal and In- 
ſtrumentall. The Daruiſes a foot vſing a ri- 
diculous ſhouting and eleuation of their voyce. 
Then ſome one hundred Pikemen a foot, who 
beſides their Pikes carried alſo Bowes and At- 
rowes. Then Mahomet's kinſmen a horſebacke, 
with greene Halberts; then Vice Cadies on 
horſeback; then Ladies againe; then nine 
goodly Horſes of the King's led by Chiauſes, 
verie richly adorned with Saddles and Horſe 
clothes of great price, a maruellous rich Tar- 
get, being hanged at the Pomell of the Sad- 
dle of each Horſe made of maſſie beaten 
Gold, and garniſhed with varietie of oe 
RH tones, 
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Stones, each of theſe Horſes is ſaide to be 
worth two hundred pound ſterling. Next the 
King's Grey-hounds, being ledde and clothed 
with couerings of Cloth of Gold; of theſe 


there were at the leaſt one hundred. Then 


came Chiauſes on horſeback, namely twentie, 
to attend the King's perſon, and had fiftie ſer- 
uants more attending vpon them : then rode 


one with a Streamer of greene Taffata, wherein 


was an Arabian Inſcription in very great Let- 
ters; this is ſaid to haue beene vſed by Ma- 
homet himſelfe, their Prophet, in his warres 


with Coſoroes King of Perfia, and others alſo,” 


Neere vnto this Enſigne was carried another 
Enſigne (which is the common Standard that 
they vie in their warres, as heretofore the Ro- 
manes vied the Eagle) that is the taile of the 
Horſe faſtened vpon the toppe of a long Staffe. 
Next went his Archers, called Solackes, with 
Bowes and Arrowes, attired in fine linen ſhirts 
that reached to the calfe of their legges, and 
long ſleeues curiouſly wrought with delicate 
ſeames of Needle Worke. Alſo they had 
couerings for their head, (Hattes I cannot fitl 

call them) which conſiſted of Siluer fairely 
guilt, with long feathers, &c. The one and 


twentieth of May happened a terrible fire: 


three great fires had fallen out betwixt the 
twentieth of April and the one and twentieth 
of May. | 


Graſhoppers ſometimes doe fall ſo thick in 
Conſtantinople, and the Territories about the 
Citie in the Summer time, and that eſpecially | 
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in Iune or Iuly, being brought in with an 
Eaſterne wind, that a man cannot paſſe in the 
ſtreets of Conſtantinople or Galata, but hee ſhall 
euerie where tread vpon them. Alſo they flic 
fo thicke vpon the tops of houſes that they doe 
euen couer the tiles: and in Medowes, Paſ- 
tures, and vpon Hills, lie in ſuch infinite and 
innumerable multitudes, that they ſeeme to 
couer the graſſe. and in the high-wayes horſes 
that goe tread vpon them and kill them in 
their journey; likewiſe vpon trees of all ſorts, 
Vines, Corne, &c. they fall in ſuch abund- 
ance, that ſometimes they annoy and ſpoile 
great ſtore of fruit; beſides they are much 
greater then ours in the Weſt parts of Europe. 
I obſerued in Conſtantinople, in the moneth 
of May, certain Butter- flies as great as Reare- 
miſe with foure wings, each whereof diſtin- 
guiſhed with a round ſpot made circularly, 
conſiſting of two colours, Purple and Blacke, 
and two hornes in their head made in the forme 
of branches of a tree; they ſpawne thirtie or 
fortie Spawnes in a night. | 

All the Turkes and others, that doe ride in 
. Conſtantinople or Galata, doe couer the backe 
and buttocks of the Horſe with a faire cloth. 
The Turkes are exceedingly giuen to Sodo- 
mie, and therefore diuers keep prettie boys to 
abuſe them by prepoſterous venerie. A Cock 
and Hen of Pheſants ſold for ſixtie Aſpers, and 
Partridges for twentie Aſpers a paire. Hawkes 
called Fawlcons ſo cheape, that a man may 
buy one young for twentie Aſpers, being bred 
within fiue or ſixe miles of the Citie. In 
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In the Moneth of May and Iuly, I obſerued 


every euening in Conſtantinople about ſeuen of 
the clocke, certain little Flies flying abroad in 
the aire with fiery tailes, which ſeemed to mee 
the firſt time that I ſaw them, certaine little 
ſparkes of fire flying to and fro in the aire. 
Afterward hauing taken one of them and o- 
pened his bellie, I found a certaine bright 
and gliſtering ſparke of fire in his taile, which 
I never ſaw before. Theſe kinde of flies doe 
much'vſe to flie abroad in the ſummer time in 
Conſtantinople, onely in the euening, which a 
ſtranger that neuer ſaw them before would take, 
to be true flakes of fire, There are in the 
Turkiſh Empire two men of great authoritie 
like the Lord Chancellors, calld Cadilgſteers, 
the one of Romalia, the other of Natoha ; he 
of Ramalia hath the authoritie to remoue Cagys 
from their places in Romalia, aud to ſubſtitute 
others in their roomes, the like hath he of 
Natolia. Alſo they are to fit in the Diuan with 
the Viſiers and Baſhawes, to giue their verdict 
in caſes of Iuſtice; without whoſe opinion and 
ſentence nothing can be certainely determined. 
The Turkes will not ſuffer theſe three things 
to be medled withall by a Chriſtian or Iew, 
v2. his Religion, his Women, his Slaue. 
Thoſe kind of Flies that troubled me in 1taly, 
did in the night time as much infeſt me in 
Conſlantinople, as being as familiar to Thrace 
as to Italy; I meane the Cimices, that after 
being once taken and bruiſed vpon the naile of 
a man, doth couer the whole naile with er 
| n. d an 
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and ſtinke. The Turke noth neuer at the ſa- 
luting of his friend at any time of the day, 


or when he drinketh to him at dinner or ſup- 
per, put off his Turbant (as wee Chriſtians 
doe our Hats one to another) but boweth his 
head and putteth his right hand vpon his breſt, 
ſo that hee vtterly diſliketh the faſhion that is 
vſed amongſt vs of putting off our Hattes; 
therefore when hee wiſheth any ill to his E- 
nemie, he prayeth God to end bim no more reſt 
then to a Chriſtian's Hat. | 

The Turkes, as they ſhane publikely in the 
ſtreets, likewiſe they let bloud oftentimes in 
the ſtreets, but ſo indiſcreetly, that they ſuf- 
fer ſometimes a man to bleed at the leaſt two 


or three pounds of, bloud, to the extreme 


weakning of their bodies: whereas few of 
our. men ſuffer their Patient to bleed aboue 
halfe a pound. The true Maſulman will ſcarce 
kill a louſe, if he find him in his apparel], 
but throwes him away, affirming, that it is 
contrary to the rules of charitie to kill him, 
or any thing elſe that hath life in it, except 
thoſe things that they kill for their ſuſtenance. 
And as for Birds that they ſee incloſed in a cage, 
they will buy them for ſome money of the 
owner, and after let them flie out of the cage, 
for they thinke that there is iniurie done to 
them to debar them of their libertie. After 
the moneth of May, you ſhall ſcarce ſee till 
the end of September any gane graſſe grow- 
ing abroad in the Meadowes or Fields, be- 


cauſe after that time it is all ſcorched away 
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with the heat of the Sunne. So it falleth out 
in moſt of theſe Eaſterne Countries, otherwiſe 
then it doth here in Exgland. 

The pride of the Turkiſh Viſiers or Balkawes 
is ſo great, that when a Chriſtian Ambaſſador 
doth either bring them or ſend them a preſent 
of great worth, they haue not the honeſtie as 
to thanke him. Whenſoeuer the Turks or 
Greeks fall to buffets, they neither ſtrike one 
another with their fiſts, but altogether with 
the palme of their hands, which I haue often 
obſerued amongſt them. In England only our 
women, and thoſe gentle, doe carry Fannes in 
their hands made of Oftrich feathers, blacke, 
blue, red, yellow, &c. but no Gentlemen 
whatſocuer ; but here in Conſtantinople J haue 
obſerued the contrary, that onely men, and 
thoſe Turkes, Greekes, and Franks, doe carry 
theſe hind of Fannes, and neuer any women 
that I could perceiue: 

The ſeuenth of Auguſt, being Saturday, 
my courteous friend Maſter William Pearch be- 
ing defirous to gratifie mee in a matter for the 
which I had often before ſolicited him, in- 
uited mee and Maſter Wilkam Ford, Preacher 
to our Nation, to the houſe of a certaine En- 
ghiſh lew, called Amis, borne in the Crootched 
Friers in London, who hath two ſiſters more 
of his owne Iewiſh Religion, Commorant in 
Calata, who were likewiſe ' borne in the ſame 
place; to this man's houſe I ſay we came, | 
the foreſaid day ahgut nine of the clocke in 
the morning to ſee I matter, which in my for- 
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mer trauells I wiſhed to haue ſeene, eſpecially 
in Venice, but neuer till then had the oppor- 
runity to attaine vnto, namely a circumciſion, 
It was done in a priuate houſe, according to 
the the cuſtome of the Iewes refident in Con- 
| ftantinople, and not in a Synagogue as it is with 
the Iewes in other countries. This foreſaid 
Amis, for the loue he bore to our Engliſh Na- 
tion, in the which he liued till he was thirtie 
yeeres of age, being at the time of my reſi- 
dence in Conſtantinople ſixtie, as alſo for his 
good will ſake which he bore to my foreſaid 
friend Maſter William Pearch, receiued vs with 
very courteous entertainment, preſenting vnto 
vs at a Table in a fine little roome where he 
placed vs, diuers delicate diſnes and fruits with 
a cup of moſt excellent wine, often welcom- 
ing vs with many heartie and wel-wiſhing 
ſpeeches. While we were at breakfaſt, di- 
uers ewes came into the room, and ſung cer- 
taine Hebrew Songs; after which the child was 
brought to his Father, who ſate downe in a 
chaire, and placed the child being now eight 
days old in his lap. The whole company 
being deſirous that we Chriſtians ſhould ob- 
' ſerve the ceremonie, called vs to approach 
neere to the child. And when we came, 
a certaine other Jew drawing forth a little in- 


ſtrument made not  vnlike thoſe ſmal Ciſſers 


that our Ladies and Gentlewomen doe much 
vſe, did with the ſame cut off the Prepuce or 
fore-ſkinne of the child, and after a very 

ſtrange manner, vnyſed (I beleeue) of _ 
ancien 
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ancient Hebrewes, did put his mouth to the 
child's yard, and ſucked vp the bloud. All 
his Priuities (before he came into the roome) 
were beſprinkled with a kind of powder, which 
after the Circumciſer had done his buſineſſe, 
was blowed away by him, and another pow- 
der caſt on immediately. After he had diſ- 
patched his worke, the fame alſo after his 
worke was done, he tooke a little ſtrong wine 
that was held in a goblet by a fellow that ſtood 
neere him, and powred it into the child's 
mouth to comfort him in the middeſt of his 


paines, who cried out very bitterly ; the paine 


being for the time very bitter indeed, though 
it will be (as they told me) cured 1n the ſpace 
of foure and twentie Eoures. But thoſe of 
any riper yeeres that are circumciſed (as it too 
often commeth to paſſe, that Chriſtians which 
turne Turkes) as at fortie or fiftie yeeres of 
age, doe ſuffer great paine for the ſpace of a 
moneth. The prepuce that was cut off was 
carried to the Mother, who keepeth it very 
preciouſly as a thing of worth. x 


The twelfth of Auguſt, being Thurſday, 


the Turkes about eight of 'the clocke at night 


illuminated the ſteeples of their Moſkies 


with abundance of Lampes ouer all Conſan- 
tmople and Galata, (as they did vpon Mabomer's 
birth day before mentioned by me) as being 
* — of their firſt Sabbath in the Moneth 
or Moone of Regepf, by way of preparation 
for their t 8020 of 8 Lich fol- 
lowed afterward ; which cuſtome they obſerue 
enery yeere vpon the foreſaid day, The 
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2 The eleuenth of September, ſome of the 
learned Turkes that were ſkilfull in their Lay, 


obſeruing that the contagion of the Plague 


was lately diſperſed ouer diuers places of the 
Citie, had recourſe to ſome of their Muſulmar 
Bookes, to the end they might informe them- 
ſelues of ſome conuenient and diſcreet courſe 


to be taken for the preuention of the ſickneſſe; 


and finding in one of them, that ſome thirtie 
yeeres tince there was made an Edict for the 
baniſhing of all the Dogs out of the Towne, 
as being principall Inſtruments of ſcattering 
the Plague, by reaſon of their free paſſing vp 
and downe from one houſe to another, they 
Held it meet to imitate that example, and to 
doe the like. So that the matter. being now 

ropounded to the Grand Signior, it was at 

aſt determined, that the Dogs ſhould be ba- 
niſhed ; and for the better performance of the 
matter, finally, they concluded thus, that 
euery Chriſtian and Iew dwelling in Conſtan- 


Tivoople ſhould by a day limited (vnder the paine 


of forfeiting foure Chiquins) preſent a Dog to 


the Cadie, and taking of a Teſteria (this is a 
Turkiſh word that ſignifieth a Certificate writ- 
ten vnder his hand) for a teſtimonie of per- 

Formance of the ſame, ſhould afterward bring 


him to the water fide, and ſee him imbarked 


for Saitan : for there were certaine veſſels not 


much vnlike our lighters, at London, aſſigned 


only for tranſporting the Dogges, the Naulum 


or paſſage being an Aſper for euery Dog: by 
meanes whereof it came to paſſe that within 
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0 one weeke there were no leſſe then twentie 
, thouſand Dogs, euen a great armie of them; 
le carried ouer to Saitan: and whereas the Citie 
l did not yeeld Dogs enough for the ſeuerall Fa- 

in milies of Chriſtians and Iews to preſent to the 

1 Cadie, thoſe of Galata bought Dogs at a deere 

ſe rate to tranſport them ouer to Conſtantinople, 

7 and to ſell them there much deerer- . Mun- 


grels and maſterleſſe Curres that before ſtrayed 
vp and downe the Citie, being now worth 
twenty or thirty Aſpers. Now whereas the 
Grand Signiar held it fit that they ſhould be 
all killed when they came to the Saitanicall 
ſhoare, the Muftie, who is the Twrkih Oracle, 
would not giue his conſent to that, affirming, - 
that it would be a very vncharitable action. 
The twentieth of September, three of the 
Vifiers ſonnes rode vp and downe in the Citic 
in great pompe, being accompanied with many 
Spabies mounted vpon their goodly Palfreyes 
that were richly furniſhed. And the ſame 
three were that day circumciſed; the euſtome 
beeing ſuch, that when the Son of any emi- 
nent Turke is circumciſed, a little before they 
performe the act vpon him, he rideth vp and 
downe the City with great ſolemnity, with di- 
uers iewels of great price in his Turbant, his 
long lock hanging downe behind his back ar- 
not tificially wouen and wrought in with curious 
ned pleites and treſſes, and adorned with diamonds 
um and other ſparkling ſtones of great value. 
by Likewiſe they haue two long Pendants made 
hin ef Gold- Plate, that hang downe in the like 
5 A manner 
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manner ouer their backe. In their Turbant 
beſides their Tewels they weare blackeOftridge 
Feathers. Some of them weare vpper Veſts 
of Cloth of Gold, and Cimiters by their ſides 
with a mardellous rich handle and ſcabberd : 
their horfes very luſtie, worth ſometimes a 
hundred pounds ſterling a horſe, garniſhed 
with moſt rich Furniture, the forepart and 
binder of the Saddle being of maſite Siluer 
Plate double gilded: the headſtall of his Bri- 
dle and Pithell confiſting of the like filuer 
double gilded ; a Horſe- cloth covering all the 
' buttockes of the Horſe, worth perhaps ſome 
two hundred Dollers. Before the youths cer- 
taine Gemilands walk afoote, carrying certaine 
ſtrange deuices of a pretty height in their 
hands, made partly of little ſhreds of Paper, 
and partly of thinne Siluer Plate with round 
Figures made in the forme of the World. 
Likewiſe neere to them goe certaine Flutes 
that yeeld a very ridiculous and ſqueaking 
Muficke with their Flutes. The Horſemen 
rode very orderly in their rankes, two and two 


to the Grand Signior to kiſſe his hand, who 
beſtowed vpon each of them two vpper Veſts 
of Cloth of Gold, two Tewels, and two rich 
Goblets. The fame day about ſeuen of the 
clocke at night, their Father the Ver made 
notable ſhewes pon the water 3 
N a Ceran 
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| Grond Signior with fire-workes. For there 


were ſixteene Boates that ſerued for the ſame 

urpoſe, wherein prettie Caſtles were con- 
9 the people in which ſkirmiſhed toge- 
ther at the leaſt an houre, ſpending ſuch a- 
bundance of Powder in their Fire-workes, 
that I neuer ſaw the like before, ſending vp 
divers of their flaſhes in the aire. as high as 
the higheſt Steeple in Conflentinople 3 a fight 
moſt notable to obſerue ſo many Boats with 
their fire - workes encounter ſo long together, 


in which ſpace there was no ceſſation or inter- 
miſſion, but that you ſhould. ſometimes ſee 
foure, ſometimes ſixe fiery Steeples aſcending 


into the aire together with many burning lines 


paſſing to and fro vpon the water in diuers ſe- 
veral formes. Amongſt the reſt of theſe fire- 


workes J obſerued ſome made vpon the very 
ſhoare itſelſe with ſingular cunning, reſem- 


bling the ſhape of Cypreſſe-trees ; a very 


pleaſing and delectable obiect to behold. 


The twentieth of September, being Mun- 


day, the Ewes of Conſtantinople and Galata, 
beganne the Feaſt of Taberngcles, which 
laſted tell the eight and twentieth of the ſame 
month, that is juſt nine dayes, in which they 
differ from the ancient Iewes, who were com- 
manded by Almighty God to ſpend only eight 
dayes in the celebration of their Feaſt. I 


| talked with a Ew concerning the reaſon of 


this their difference, who told me that it was 
decaufe being ſo farre from Jeriſalem, as in 
Conſtantinople, they did not altogether ſo cer- 
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tainly know the firſt day according to the 
courſe of the Moone, as thoſe Jewes that live 
in Jeruſalem, and therefore for the better aſ- 
ſurance of this matter, they adde a day to the 
number that God limited and appointed their 
Forefathers, whereas the Jewwes that live in 
Jeruſalem, and the parts of the Holy Land, 
neere thereabout, by the courſe of the Moone 
more certainly knowing the preciſe time of 
the beginning, doe ſpend only eight dayes in 
their Feaſt and no more. Againe, they do 
in another reſpect differ from Gods Inſtitution; 
for he commanded only two dayes to bee more 
ſolemnly celebrated then the reſt, that is, the 
firſt and the laſt, but they celebrate two at 
the beginning, and two alſo at the hiſt, 
But as of the former two the firſt day 
is the chiefeſt, being kept with more ſo- 
lemnitie then the ſecond; ſo alſo of the 
two latter, the laſt of all is more ceremo- 
niouſly obſerued then the former. In this 
ſpace they are much giuen to holineſſe, reſt · 
ing from all labour during the whole nine 
dayes, and they ſometimes eat and drinke in 
their Tabernacles, which are made partly in 
their priuate Houſes, or the corner of ſome 
Gallerie belonging thereto, at the leaſt if they 
haue any, and partly neere to their Synagogues. 
They make the ſides of their Tabernacles of 
Reeds of Bulruſhes, and couer them at the 
top with Bayes. It was my hap to bee in one 
of them that was made neere to a Synagogar 
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Alſo the ninth day, which was the laſt of 
their feaſt, about foure of the clocke in the 
afternoone, I was at their Lyturgie in one of 
their Synagogues, being admitted to fit downe 
among them. I find the irreuerence of the 
Iewes in Venice, and of thoſe of Conſtantinople, 
to be like in the ſeruice of God. They nei- 
ther vncouer nor kneele the whole time of 
their Prayer, ſometimes they ſtand altogether, 
and ſometimes they ſit altogether. For ſome 
quarter of an houre after the beginning of the 
reading of their Law, they weare nothing 

ouer their backe, but mot ordinary LES; * 


but then all of them put on their Ephod both 


men and children; which Ephod is made of 
the ſame white ſtuffe as the Turkiſb Turbants 
are, theſe hang ouer their backes and reach 
downe to the middle part of their bodies, af- 


9 


ter a looſer manner then I thinke the ancient 


Iewes were wont to weare them; for I read in 
Sam. the 6 Chapter, and 14 Verſe, that King 
Dauid girt it about his middle when he danced 
before the Arie ; but they hang it looſe about 
their bodies. This Ephod many of them car- 
ried in a little ſcrip from their houſes, and 
backe againe after the end of their Lyturgie. 
When they ſat at their devotion they vſed a 
moſt. ridiculous. and ynſeemely geſture; for 
they - alwayes, mooued their bodies vp and 


- 


downe very ſtrangely, the head being in a 


continuall motion without any ceſſation. Af- 
ter that they mooue their right fide, then their 
left, and laſtly their forepart forward ; which 
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kind of wagging of their bodies by inter- 
changeable turnes they vſe during the whole 
time of their ſeruice. . 

The forme of their Synagogue is built foure 
ſquare, te abundance of litttle Glaſſes 
hanging round about, that ferue to containe 
Lampes, and ſome alſo of ſiluer. The Prieſt 
beeing in the middle roome, which is made 
in the ſame forme as thoſe of Venice. That 
I faw deſcribed in my former Booke bellowed 
Uke an Oxe with a very hideous and roaring 
exaltation of his voyce at their ſeruice, they 
ſang in Hebrew (in which language the whole 
Seruice is ſaid) the nine and twentieth Pſalme, 
though nothing at all pertinent to their Feaſt; 
at the vpper end of their Synagogue they haue 
three dkl. places drawne ouer with branch'd 
Veluet, in the middle whereof was placed 
their Law ; which conſiſted of tenne diſtinct 
parcels, each part contayning the ſelfe-ſame 
matter written therein that the other doe, 
being folded vp with two Silver handles at the 
ends; at the top of cach whereof is a Siluer 
Pomegranate, with many Bels hanging round 
about the fame; within the which their Law 
is written in a Roll of Parchment. One of 
_ theſe parcels confiſted of a goodly Plate of Sil- 
uer of. no fmall price; all which tenne were 
carried in the middeſt of their Lyturgie round 
about the infide of the Synagogue, the Cacban 
(which is their Prieſt) being the Ringleader 
of the company, before whom diuers of the 
Lues in a merrie manner went Ae -o 
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haue halfe drowned them in Roſe- water. The

they alſo did that carried the faid parcels, The 
Roſe-water that was ſpirted by little young 
Tewes out of filuer Veſſels vpon all wels that 
carried about the Law was ſo much, that the 
Chriſtian Spectators thought that they would 


ceremonie was ſuch at that time, that a little 
after our company departed thence, our Em- 
perours Ambaſſadour came to ſee their 
faſhions.

That day in which the Jeet by night ſhould

the laſt day) the Chriſtians of the Countrey 
beganne to ere& their Tabernacles or Pauili- 
ons for their 1 in all their Vineyards a- 
bout Pera, and on 

towards the blacke Sea, which Vintage laſted 
ſixe dayes. In each of theſe dayes you might 
haue ſeene the greateſt part of the wa — 
twixt the farther end of Pera and the Vine. 


yards, full of Horſes that went to and fro 


from morning to night, to carrie. away into 
the Towne the Grapes in certaine deepe wood- 
den pots after they were cut in the 1 3 
likewiſe the owners of the Vineyards with their 


Families going and comming. And in theſo 


Pauilions was much ſolace amongſt the Chriſ- 


tians for this time with good cheere, muſicke, 


&c. During the time of their Rgcco/ta, what- 
ſocuer ſtrangers came into their Vineyard mi 


freely take as many r as they were able 


3 
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to eate, which at another time they could not 
doe, for if before that they ſhould be appre- 
hended ſtealing Grapes in a Vineyard by any 
Janixaries, and carried to the Sub-baſhaw of 
. Galata, perhaps he might haue twcntie or 
fortie blowes vpon the feet, befides an impo- 
fition of a thouſand Aſpers. Of thoſe Vine- 
yards many belonged to Turkes, to whom it 
was lawfull to drinke Wine only at that time, 
while it was Muſt, but not elſe. I found not 
ſmall recreation in expatiating abroad ſome- 
times in the time of their Vintage to their 
Vineyards, where for exerciſe fake I holpe the 
poore Greeks" both to gather their Grapes and 
to ſtampe ſome of their wine. For in cer- 
taine Buts and other leſſer Veſſels they bruiſed 
many of their Grapes in the Vineyards them- 
ſelues, and afterward in their priuate houſes 
finiſhed the making of their Wine. Their 
vines grow not as in France and Germany, be- 
ing vnderpropped, with little ſtalkes, but ra- 
ther as little ſmall ſhrubs which grow ſo ſtiffe, 
that they need not any ſtakes to ſupport them. 
The third of October, being Sunday, my 
Lord being accompanied with the greateſt part 
of our Engh/p Nation reſident in Galata, ouer 
and aboue his one retinue, went to congra- 
tulate the Polonian Ambaſſadours proſperous 
arriuall in Conſtantinople, who with much cour- 
techie gaue him an Accoghienza, ſpeaking only in 
the Latme Tongue: and vling ſometimes in 

His diſcourſe a certaine word that was neuer 


Bs yet allowed by the criticall cenſures of our 


time, namely Lluſtritas. There

There happened one very memorable thing 


this Summer at Galata, which ſhall not eſcape 


my pen. A certaine Iew turned Turke, and 
after his conuerſion ta that Religion, buying 
once an Aſper's worth of Fruit of a certaine 
poore Turke, becauſe he obſerued that the 
Turke did not deliuer him ſo much as did 
counteruaile his Aſper, the Tewiſh Turke 
ſtrooke the other about the face with ſome — 
ſtrument that he held in his hand, which gaue 

him ſuch a ſound blow that hee brake his 
face, inſomuch that the bloud ran verie ſwiftly | 
downe his face: another Iew that well knew 
this forefaid Tewiſh Turke, and ſaw the blow 
given by him to the poore Turke, came to 
the Turke, and demanded of him why hee 
did fo patiently ſuffer that man to abuſe him 
| To outrageouſly, encouraging him to giue him 
a blow, becauſe otherwiſe euery one that ſaw 
him put vp that wrong ſo lightly, would take 
him for a ranke coward. I do not at all regard 
this blow (quoth the poore Turke) becauſe it 
is giuen mee by one that is late made-a Muſul- 
man, and I will not diſhearten him by giuing 
another for the ſame ; but will as quietly take 
25 much at his hands, as I haue alreadie re- 
ceived, if he thinke fit to ſtrike me once more: 
yea T\tell thee Tew (quoth hee) that I will 
giue thee leaue to draw as much bloud from 
mee as hee hath done, without offering any 
reuenge at all, if thou wilt alſo turne Muſul- 
man: à notable mac a * it 9 berg con- 


kdered; antes 
The 
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The fourth of October, being Munday, 
the Turkiſh Lent called Ramazan began, 
which continueth till the fourth day of No- 
uember, at which time they hanged out 
Lamps about their Steeples, in the manner 
as they did twice before that fince the time of 
my arrival in Confiantiople, which burned till 
foure of the clocke in the morning, euen till 
that time when the Twrke-cryeth with a loud 
voice, &c. but it happened that their Lampes 
were hanged out much later this night than 1 
haue obſerued at other times. For before, 
they vſed to hang them out about the cloſing 
of the Feng, even about Sun-fet. But 

this night they did not before midnight, which 
came to paſſe by reaſon that they could not 
ſee the Moone, notwithſtanding the Grand 
Signior being aduertiſed by his expert Aſtro- 
nomers, about ten of the clocke at night, 
that it was very likely the Moone was riſen, 
though being darkened by clouds it did not 
ſhine, commanded that there ſhould he an ex- 

eſſe order giuen forthwith that they ſhould 

ng forth their Lamps; whereupon within 
the ſpace of two boures, the Steeples belong- 
ing to all the Moſkies in Canftantimeple and 
Galata ſhined ſuddenly with Lamps, a ſhew 
indeed very glorious and refulgent, ſome of 
their Steeples hauing onely one row of Lampes, 
which contained ſome fiftie particulars ; ſome 
three rowes, which make a very beautiful 
thew ; yea each of the foure Steeples belong- 
ing to the Moſke of Sultan Solyman, had 850 
A | | one} 
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onely three diſtin rowes of Lampes, which 
hanged about as many ſeuerall partitions in 
each Tower; but alſo three ſabdiuided rowes 
or ſeries that pertained to the ſaid ſeueral par- 
tition, which Lampes were couered with cer- 
taine woodden Boxes, to the end to keepe out 
the raine and the wind, that they may not be 
blowne out ; theſe Lampes were hanged, out 
every night, after the firſt, about the ſetting 
of the Sunne, before which time it was not 
lawful for any man to eat or drinke, only fick 
folke and little children excepted, that are not 


cireumciſed, If in the ſpace of this Ramazan 


any Turke ſhould be found drunke hee is pu- 
niſhed with death, as it happened to one 
when I was at Conflantingple, who by the ex- 
refſe commandement of the Viſier had hote 

ming Lead powred into his mouth and eares: 
and as wr thokt that by reaſon of ſickneſſe haue 
been conftramed to violate this faſt, Iooke 
how many dayes they haue eaten in the Ra- 
mazan, they are to faſt as many after warde to 
recompence the fame. This manner of faſt 
betwixt ſunne and ſunne was inſtituted by 
Mabomet himſelfe. Immediately after the

Lampes' are hanged out, and the Taliſman 


hath cryed out, it is lawfull for people to cate, 


but not before: for 73 73 it bee not death

for any one that ſhould be found cating or 
drinking, (ſauing only for Wine, for that is 
death without redemption) yet there is a cer- 
taine ſeuere puniſhment to 4

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There is a great quantitie of Butter made 
in Turkie, but the moſt filthy and vnſauorie 
that is made in any other part. of the world; 
for beſides that it is defiled with many haires, 


it is alſo ſtained with many colours, as blue, 


redde, greene, and all the other colours of 
the Raine-bow. It is made commonly in 


Moldauia, Walachia, Mengrelia, and in ſome 


parts of Aja. Thoſe that buy it in Conftantine- 
ple refine it by ſetting it ouer the fire, and let- 


ting it ſettle, in melting whereof there is a 
moſt noyſome and diſtaſtefull ſmell ; then they 
poure the cleere ſubſtance, and the eight part 
remaineth has a muddy ſoot, or. ſettling in 
the bottome. This Butter, though it bee ſo 
filthy, yet they preferred it before the beſt 
Butter that any of our Chriſtians doe bring to 
the Citie. Againe, whereas we make our 
Butter in all parts of Chriſtendome with 
churning, they neuer do ſo, but in this man- 


ner they make it: They ſet the Creame oucr 


the fire, and fo the groſſe ſubſtance deſcend- 
eth to the bottome, and the Butter ſwimmeth 
to the top, which they ſkimme with a Ladle, 
and after poure it into the Hide of a Buffalo 


or an Oxe. This being cold looketh rather 
like Greaſe then Butter. They bring it to 


Conſtantino e in Buffallo Hides, which when 
they tranſport from Galata to. Conſtantinople, 
they throw it downe into the water and dragge 


it at a Boate's taile through the Sae, and betore 


they put it out at the ſhoare of Conſtantinople, 


mud, 


they dragge it alſo through a great deale of 
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One of theſe Hides is ſo great, that when it is 
carried into the Citie eight men doe vſually 
carrie - it vpon their backes by the helpe of 
Levers and Ropes. The vie of this Butter 
is verie frequent, by reaſon of the abundance 
of Pillane that is eaten in Conſtantinople, and 
N in moſt, places of Turkis. When they ſell 
this Butter in their Shops, they hang it vp in 
the verie ſame Buffalo ſkinnes wherin the 
firſt brought it; and cut open the bellie, where 
they diſcouer the foreſaid colours. Their 
Butter hath little Salt mingled with it, which 
is the cauſe of the ranke ſauour thereof. Their 
Cheeſe likewiſe is brought in leſſer ſkinnes, as 
of Goates and Sheepe, to the Citie, not ꝑreſ- 
ſed as our Cheefe is, but it crumbles. It is 
verie leane and drie, but fiery ſalt. But one 
Priſon in all Conſtantinople, where there are but 
a few priſoners, becauſe whenſoeuer a man is 
committed to priſon for any offence, he is 
quickly brought to his triall. bat. 
The ſeuenth of January, being Thurſday, 
I went with a worthy Greeke, Michael Cas 
uacco, to Timotbeus the Patriarch of Conſtanti- 
nople, whoſe houſe is in that part of Conſtanti- 
nople, which is called Phariaria; he is a man 
vnlearned and verie vaworthy of the place. 
When we came to the doore of his Conclaue, 
we did put off our ſhooes, and leauing them 
without the doore went into him, and fate © 
pon our tailes croſſe-legged as the Turkes 
doe ypon certaine carpets, without either 
Chaire, Stoole, or Forme to fit on, he him- 
dM, lelfe ſate in the like manner, clad in a black 
| | broade 
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broade cloth Gowne that was furred, and a 
black habit of Say ouer his head like to the 
Coloires z his reuenue is one yeere with ano- 
ther at the leaſt booo Chicquins. Neere to 
His houſe is a Church of the Greekes, in 
which the foreſaid Greeke Michae! ſhewed me 
a certaine piece of blacke Marble Pillar ſome 
five foot long, that he ſaid was brought from 
Jeruſalem, and that our Sauiour was tied to the 
ſame when he was ſcourged. Hee told mee 
that the Greekes doe eſteeme it deerely; that 
though the Duke of Florence did offer foure 
thouſand Chicquins for the ſame, they will 
not leaue it. It ſtandeth in a corner of the 
Church, on the right hand as you goe into 
their Chancell. | 1 
On Saturday, being the ninth of January, 
was preſented to my Lord, about fiue of the 
elocke in the afternoone, the ſtrangeſt Bird 
that euer I ſaw in my life, a Pellican, kil- 
led in the Sea by a ſeruant of our Engl 
Councel, Maſter Abbot, with a Muſket: it 
was white and much greater then any Bird 
that euer I ſaw in my life. His wings being 
| ſtretched out were ſo long, that betwixt the ex- 
tremitic of them both there was at the leaſt nine 
foot diſtance ; each wing contained forty great 
feathers, which feathers yeelded ſo great a quill, 
that it was almoſt as great as an ordinarie fin- 
: but the ſtrangeſt thing in him was bis 
ke, 'which yeelded two matters worthy the 
obſeruation ; firſt the length, which was not 
fo little as a Geometrical foot and a * 
Dy hs | NP long, 
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long; the top of the vpper part of which bill 
was hooked like to the bill of an Eagle, and 
coueted cleane ouer the lower parts of the 


beake; Secondly, the greatneſſe of the jaw 


chap in the lower part of the beake, being a 
kind of thinne fleſhic ſubſtance, which indeed 
was ſo large that I ſaw a dogge of a prettie 
bignefſe put within it, and it contained the 
whole bodie thereof. I heard that it would 
containe very neere a pecke of wheat; he is a 
at deuourer of fiſh, and hauing once got 
it within his jaw, his prey is certainely be- 
come is owne. Great plentie of theſe Birds 
are in the Propontis and Helleſpont, and doe 
live partly vpon the Land, and partly vpon 
the Sea, but moſt vpon the Sea. 1974 

In Conſtantinople, Pera, and Galata, there 


are fige thouſand and ſeuen hundred and fiftie 


Pariſhes ; of the Turkes and Turkiſh Moskes 
great and little ſeuen hundred and ſeuenty : 
Karabaſſaries or Xenodochia four hundred and 
eighteen; publike Fountaines or Wells fix 
hundred and fiftie, priuate foure hundred and 
ninetie-eight; Ouens or Bake-houſes three 
hundred and eightie-fiue; horſe-mills five 
hundred and eightie- three; Chriſtian Churches 
an hundred and fiftie; Synagogues thirtic-fix; 
a hundred thouſand Houſes, and amongſt 
them fiue thouſand Shops. As for the bird 
before mentioned, the Turkes ſay that when 
Mecca was building, theſe to helpe forward 
the worke brought ſtones in their bills, that 
ſerued for the building of the — the 

= If1C. , 
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Citie. The Grand Signior is of the compan 

of the Archers, as moſt of the Sultans of the 
Ottoman Familie haue beene free of ſome com- 
pany or other. His Father Mabomet was of 
the Company of the Ring-makers, thoſe I 
meane that make Rings of the teeth of a cer- 
taine Sea-fiſh, which Rings are very com- 
monly worne by the Turkes. They hold ita 
bad amen, when the Grand Signior on any 
occaſion goeth out of Conſtantinople to meet in 
his way. a Chriſtian ; for which onely fault 
one of Sir Thomas Glouer's men was taken and 
had ſo many blowes on his buttocks (his bree- 
ches betwixt) that he died thereof within few 
daies after. The Greekes that cannot pay 


their debts are deliuered to a Turk, who 


leads him with a chaine about his neck, the 
other end faſtned to the Keeper's middle to 
begge till he hath paid. Sometimes at the 
great Bayram, the Sultan, or Viſier, or Baſ- 
Jas will pay halfe the debts. N 
The Turkiſh Boyes that learne the firſt Al- 
phabet, obſerue the ſtrangeſt cuſtome that euer 
I ſaw, for ſitting croſſe - Iegged as their fathers 
doe, and holding their feſters in their hands, 
they moue themſelues vp and downe towards 
their booke that lieth before them, a motion ſo 
quaint that I could not chuſe but laugh at them, 
and ſo did many other Chriſtians beſide my 
ſelfe. This I ſaw to be obſerued by the Turk- 
iſh boyes of Conſtantinople, Gallipoli, and Ho, 
and I thinke it is vſed in all parts of the Turk- 
nen- be 
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I departed from Conflantinople towards Jeru- 


alem, in an Engliſh Ship called the Great De- 
fence, which about a month before came from 


Syo to Conſtantinople, which are at the leaſt 
elghty leagues aſunder, in the ſpace of forty- 


two houres, a thing that I name for the rari- 
tie thereof, becauſe there are few: Ships that 


performe it in ſo ſhort a ſpace ; for the Ship in 
which I went, being called the Samaritane, 


was almoſt ſixe weekes performing it. I de- 


parted 1 ſay therehence, the one and twentieth 


of Ianuary, being Friday, about eight of the 


clocke in the morning, in as tempeſtuous 
extreme a ſeaſon as euer I trauelled in my life, 
either dy land or water, for the Snow which 
fell inceſſantly for the ſpace of almoſt two 
dayes and two nights, bred ſuch a rigid cold 
that ſome of vs were euen benummed. Be- 
fides, the contrarie winds ſo croſſed our paſ- 
ſage, that we found it a very faſtidious and 
tedious voyage. Notwithſtanding the aduerſe 
windes when we came within three or foure 
miles of Gallipoli, by tacking about and turn- 
ing to windward, as they call it (thoſe are 
nauticall words) by the which is meant ſail- 
ing againſt the winde, with ſome kind of dif- 
— 2 we entred into the Port. After we 


| Were come in, a certain Iew that was in our 


Ship -perceiuing that wee failed ſo brauely 
againſt the winds, told me that the:Eng/i/bmer 
by reaſon of their dexteritie in ſailing, might 
dee not improperly called the fiſhes of the dea: 
for the 
diſpatch

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diſpatch of our buſineſſe with the Turkiſh 
Magiſtrates of the Towne, and partly by a 


thicke miſt vpon the Sea, during which we 


could not ſecurely goe forward for feare of 
falling into ſhallow parts of the Sea. This 
Gallipoli is forme ninetie leagues diſtant from 
Constantinople: there endeth the Prapontis and 
beginneth the He/leſpont. N 

The fourteenth. of Februarie wee went a- 
ſhoare at Le/bos, now called Mitylene; it is 
very mountainous and rough. The Sheepe 
bare the courſeſt Wool that euer I ſaw, like 
Goates haire. The people flocked about vs, 
many of them women, the vglieſt ſluts that 
euer I ſaw, ſauing the Armenian trulls of 
Constantinople. Februarie eighteene we came 
to. %. On the twentieth ſayling by the Sa- 
nijan Coaſt we diſcerned Pathmos, and paſſed 
ncere Cos, the birthplace of Hippocrates. On 
the twentie-third we eſpied the tops of Ararat, 
ſaid to bee eightie leagues within Land, and 
wee fourteene from ſhoare. On the twenty- 
fourth we landed at Scandarone, infamous for 
the infectious aire cauſed by foggie clouds af- 
ter Sun- ſet, and till nine in the morning ho- 


uering about the mountaines, and letting fall 


an vnwholſome dewe, the waters being alſo 

peſtiferous; which cauſe many to leaue their 
carkaſſes there to be deuoured of the Jackal, 
which ſcrape them out of their graues. I ſaw 

one, ſomewhat like a Maſtiue Dog, but ſome- 
what leſſe, his tail as long as of a. Foxe. 
They are therefore forced to fetch their 7 
SOLELY r rom 
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from a Fountaine ſixe miles off. Scandarone 
hath about fortie Houſes, the pooreſt Cottages 
that euer I ſaw, being but a few boards weakl 

compact and couered with Reeds. Our Iour- 
ney thence to Scandarone is about fifty-ſixe 
miles. The firſt day we rode twelue, the ſe- 
cond ſixteene, the third fixteene, the fourth 
ten. The Right Worſhipfull Conſull of the 
Engliſh Nation, Commorant in Aleppo, Maſ- 
ter Bart. Haggat, my worthy Countryman 
borne in Summerſetſhire at Welles, amongſt 


other fauours rode with mee to the Vallie of, 


Salt, mentioned 2 Sam. 8. 13. In the way 
wee ſeemed to ſee a Towne ſtanding like an 
Iland in water, and when wee came thither 
found no waters, but a kind of ſhrub like 
wild withered Time, which covering the 
' Mountaine made with the white ſprigs a ſnew 
of water afarre off. The Villages in the way 
are inhabited with Bedwines. The Poole 
where the Salt is made is twenty miles long, 
and two broad, exccedingly frequented with 
plentie and varietie of Fowle. The water 
continueth all the yeere ſauing Iuly, Auguſt, 
September, at which time it is quite dried vp, 
beginning to waſt (or to change into Salt) in. 
Iuly: and then is there nothing but a hard 
maſſie Salt, which appeareth like hard Ice 
digged thence with mattocks, heaped hil-. 
locks, and carried to Giabbul a village on Ca- 
mels and Aſſes, and there cuſtomed. It is as 
fine & excellent as any in the world. In Oct. 
it beginneth again to break out of certain 
= : ſprings 
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ſprings with much vehemency, and after one 
5 inundateth the — It yeelds 
20,000 dollars yeerly to the Grand Signior. 
March 15, 1613, I and my countryman Henry 
Allard of Kent, began our Pilgrimage afoot 
to the holy Citie of Jeruſalem. The 26th in 
Damaſcus I ſaw Rofet — —_— — — 


6 _ we haue trauelled with ſo many Tra- 
uellers to Damaſcus, and thence to Terufalem, 
and obſerued ſo much on thoſe parts, that I 
dare not to obtrude Maſter Coryate's prolixi- 
tie on the patienteſt Reader. He was indeed 
a curious viewer of ſo much as his bodily eyes 
could comprehend, to which he added (not ſo 
faithfull intelligence of) his inquiſitiue eares: 
for myſteries of State and Religion he would 
bee a fafe traueller, and free from ſuſpicion. 
Il confeſſe 1 found much pleaſure in 
walking with him in bis tenne dayes journey 

to Damaſcus; and ſpending a little while to 

view his foure dayes view of Damaſcus, Abuna, 
and-Pharphar, flowing from the hill on which 
part of the Towne ſtandeth, to the Houſes 
whereof aboue one thouſand Conduits of moſt 
pou waters are thence-conueyed-; the Daruiſet 

onaſtery, garden and turnings; the build- 
ings, of which the chiefe Moſkee (before St. 

Zacharie's Temple) hath onelthouſand vnglaſed. 

Windowes, and as many Pillars as are dayes 
in the yeere, with five brazen Gates, one for- 
tie foot high,; the Cloiſter, Bazefar's Caſtle, 
and other Molſkees, ſhady penthouſed _ |

all ſuperlative ; ten Gates, 100,000 Inhabi- 
tants, Fruits innumerable and delicious, vic- 
tualls ſo cheap that at aCookes he and his com- 
panions dined well for three farthings a man, 
and all things conſpiring to an earthly Paradiſe: 
for which cauſe it is ſaid the Grand Signior 
may not reſide there, leaſt he ſhould forfeit 
his hopes of a future Paradiſe : his further 
10urney to Jordans ſwift and ſounding ſtreame, 
to Tabor's Holies, Samaria's Well, and the 
centre of Earthly ſanctitie, Jeruſalem ; his com- 
ie of Armenians, with their Patriarch er 
Bithop, with a Crofier in his hand of an or- 
dinary of Haſill, with a little crooke at 
the end of the ſame piece of Wood, with a 
Turbant of white and blue on his head; their 
cruell vſage by the Moores ; the Bedwine ſluts 
painted vnder the noſtrills and ringed on the

things, the ſlow motion of the water, or ra- 
ther none, ſtanding like a quagmire ; and the 
' foggie clowdie mattgr vpon it, yielding an 
vnholeſome ſmell. The Vallie which they 
paſſed is ſterile as ever hee paſſed any Country, 
a chalkie ſoile vtterly deſtitute of plants, not 
to be bettered by induſtry of man. The two 
and twentieth of Aprill he went the third time 
into the Temple, in which were then aſſem- 
bled: 1009 Armenzans, as many as of all the 
other Nations, 2000 in all.

They walke round about till | 
five of the clocke in the afterngone without 
intermiſſion, moſt, of them cartying a bundle 
white wax-candle in their_rig it hands,

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HB 25th of September we came Howe 
T pily — an anchor in Say Road, within 
the Bay of Gambuya, the harbour for our fleet 
while they make their ſtay in theſe remote 
parts. On the banks whereof, amongſt many 

more Engliſh that lie there interred, is laid 
up the body of Mr. Thomas Coryate, a man in 
his time Notus nimis omnibus, very ſufficiently 
known. He lived there, and there died while 
I was in thoſe parts, and was for ſome months 
then with my Lord Embaſſadour, during 
which time he was either my chamber-fellow 
or tent- mate, which gave me a full acquaint- 
ance of him. The Greeke-travelling-Thomas 
af y which know his tory, know why I call 
ſd) formerly wrote a book entituled Co- 
ryate's Crudittes, | printed in the beginning of 
IE year 1614, a ver uſhered into — | 
very many co excellent verſes made 
he the wits of thoſe rimes, „

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much advantage and improve, if not enforce | 


the ſale thereof (doing themſelves much more 
honour than him whom they undertook to 
commend in their ſeveral Encomiaſticks) and 
i. he had lived, he would have written his 
| laſt travels to, and in, and out of Eaſt-India, 
for he reſolved (if God had ſpared him life) 
to have rambled up and down the world, as 
ſometime Ulyſſes did, and though not fo long 
as he; yet ten full yeats at leaſt before his re- 
turn home, in which titne he purpoſed to ſee 
Taxtaria in the vaſt parts thereof, with as 
much as he could of China, and thoſe other 
large places and provinees interpoſed betwixt 
Eaſt· India and China, whoſe true names we 
might have had from him, but yet have not. 
He had a purpoſe aſter this to have viſited the 
Court of Preſtor John in Ethispia, who is 
there called by his oCn people, I Biat, the 
King, and after this it was in his thoughts to 
have caſt his eyes upon many other places ; 
which if he had done, and lived to write thoſe 
relations, ſeeing as he did, or ſhould, ſuch va- 
riety of Countries, Cities, Nations, Things, 
and been as particular in them as he was in 
his Venetian Journal, they muſt needs have 
ſwoln into ſo many huge volumns, as would 


have prevented the periſhing of paper. But 


undoubtedly if he had been continued in life to 
have written them, there might hade been made 
very good uſe: of his obſervations; for ag he 
was'a very particiglar, for was he 'g'very'faith- 
ſul Relator of things he ſaw; helever diſclaim- 
douin ing 
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ing that bold liberty which divers Travellere 
have, and do take, by ſpeaking and writing 
any thing they pleaſe of remote parts, when 
they cannot eaſily be contradicted, taking a 
pride in their feigned relations, to eee

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to view divers parts in Grecia, and in the Hel- 
lefpont, took ſpecial notice of thoſe two caſ- 
tles directly oppoſed to each other, called Seſ- 
tos and Abydos, which ſtand on the ſeveral 
banks that bound that very narrow ſea; which 
places Muſæus makes famous in His very an- 
tient poem of Hero and Leander. 
He defired much to ſee: where thoſe ſeven 
churches ſometimes famous in Afia the Leſs 
ſtood ; but ſince their fin ſo darknedtheir light, 
and God removed their Candleſticks from 
them (as before he threatned) thoſe places lic 
fo in the dark, that it cannot be well diſco- 
vered where they once were: Only Smyrna

From Smyrna he found a paſſage to Alex- 
andria in Egypt, Egypt that is called by ſome, 
in regard of the plenty it produceth, the Gra- 
nary or Storehouſe of the world. And in 
Egypt, near Grand Cairo (antiently called

Me a he obſerved what remains of the 
once fam'd Pyramids. Returning thence back 
to Alexandria with one Engliſhman more, they 
found a paſs by ſea to Jaita, antiently called 


Joppa, and there they met ſome others going 


to Een. which is about. twenty Engliſh 


miles diſtant from Joppa, whence they de- 
parted together towards Jeruſalem, and found 
it a very ſolitaty, rocky, uncomfortable way, 
full of danger, by reaſon of the wild Arabs | 
Who keep about thoſe paſſages to make poor 
travellers their prey and ſpoil. But they came 
ſafe to Jeruſalem, now inhabited by Turks, 
and that place called by them Cutts; where 
he told me, that himſelf and his companion 
were courteouſly received by the Father Guar- 
_dian of the Convent of Franciſcan Friars, 


that keep their refidence in Jeruſalem,” and by 


ſome of them were met at the gate of the city, 
Where they were compelled by the Turkiſh 
Soldiers who keep thoſe gates (as all others 
that bear the names of Chriſtians are) at their 
_ irſt coming thither to redeem their Heads, by 
Paying each of them the value of five ſhillings, 
before they could have admittance into that 
place; which they had no ſooner entred, but 


ay they 
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they were preſently carried by thoſe Franciſ- 
cans which met them to the Convent ; and 
then the firſt thing they did to or for them, 
they waſhed their Aae and ſet ſome comforta- 
ble refection beſore them, and after went in 
proceſſion about a little cloyſter they had, 
praiſing God that he had brought in ſafety 
thoſe two Votaries (as they called them) to 
' viſit that holy PRE A day or two after they 
accompanied them to Bethlehem, the place of 
our bleſſed Saviour's birth, about five Engliſh 
miles diſtant from Jeruſalem ; and in the way 
betwixt thoſe two places ſhewed them a rock, 
on Which (as they ſaid) the Bleſſed Virgin fate 
down, as ſhe went en a time betwixt Jeruſa- 
lem and Bethlehem, to give her babe ſuck ; 
and that the rock might not feel hard under 
her, it yielded (as they told h to her body 
like a Cuſhion, and that i impreſſion made by 
her ſo fitting remaineth unto this day; and 
is moſt devoutly kiſſed by votaries as they paſs 
up and down, After this they returning back 
ſhewed them all that was to be ſeen in an about 
Jeruſalem. Many particulars they told them 
(Stories that are there kept by Tradition) con- 
cerning our bleſſed Saviour and his Mother: 
.. Then they had a fight of as much of. Mount 
Calvarie (where our bleſſed Saviour ſuffered) 
as could be ſhewed them, that hill being now 
© encloſed within the walls of Jeruſalem. They 
- undertook to ſhew them afterwards the place 
wherein our bleſſed Saviour was buried; and 
after — Mount Olivet, the very Free whence 
be 
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he after aſcended; where upon a rock there 


was an impreſſion of the former part of two 
feet, ſuch as is ſeen in ſoft earth, when a man 
lifts up his body to leap thence; and theſe 
Franciſcans confidently afii:med, and ſeemed 
undoubtedly to believe, that it was ſo as they 
ſhewed and told them. Many: other things 
they affirmed, which being but circumſtances, 


(though appertaining to the beſt of all ſtories) 


were enough for theſe Pilgrims to believe, 
and enough to make doubt o. 
At Jeruſalem this our traveller had made 
upon the wriſts of his left arm the arms of 
Jeruſalem, a croſs croſſed, or croſslets; and 
on the wriſt of his right a ſingle croſs made 


like that our bleſſed Saviour ſuffered on; and 


on the ſide of the ſtem or tree of that croſs 


theſe words written, Via, Veritas, Vita; ſome 


of the letters being put on the one ſide of 
that ſtem or tree, and ſome of them on the 
other; and at the foot of that croſs three nails, 
do ſigniſie thoſe which faſtned our Saviour unto 
it; All theſe impreſſions were made by ſharp 
needles bound together, that pierced only the 


{kin, and then a black powder put into the 


places ſo. pierced, which became preſently in- 
delible characters, to continue with him fo 
long as his fleſh ſhould be covered with ſkin ; 
and they were done upon his arms ſo artificially 


as if they had been drawn by ſome accurate 
Pencil upon _ parchment. This poor man 


would pride himſelf very much in the behold- 
ing of thoſe characters; and ſeeing them 


Ee 3 ee 
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would often ſpeak thoſe words of St. Paul 
written to the Galatians, Gal. 6. 17. (though 
far beſides the Apoſtle's meaning) I bear in my 
body the marks of the Lord Jeſus. 

Now after that himſelf and comrade had 
ſoon what they deſired in and about Jeruſalem, 
they took their leave of thoſe Franciſcans, lea- 
ving with them money to recompence the 
curteſy they had received from them; the 
Friars being very poor, and conſequently un- 

able to entertain them N without re- 
quitals. 

From hencethey took theis way totake a view 
of the Dead Sea (fo called, either becauſe the 
Water therein is ſtill, and moves nat, or be- 
cauſe no living creature is in it, and nothing 
thrives on the banks thereof) the place where 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and Admah and Ze- 
boim once ſtood, thoſe cities which almighty 
God overthrew in anger, and repented not, Jer. 
20. 16. Hence they went to have a ſight of 
the river Jordan, which diſchargeth itſelf into 
that moſt uncomfortable Lake; and from hence 
they journied north-eaſt through thoſe ten 
tribes, (which for the fin of Solomon were 
rent from his ſon Rehoboam) till they came 
to Mount Libanus. Thence back to Sidon, 
which retaineth that name ſtill. And here 
he told me, as his laſt obſervation made in 
that land of Canaan, ſometimes //ie the gar- 
dien of the Lord) flowing with milk and honey ; 
being then enriched with great variety, and 
abundance of God's good. creatures ; and 1 fo 
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a number, 
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the days of David ſo populous, that. there 


Were numbred in it at one time thirteen hun- 


dred thouſand fighting men, 2 Sam, 24. 9. be- 
ſides women and children, and others unfit to 
draw ſwords ; which was a moſt wonderful 
thing to conſider that ſuch a ſpot of ground in 
compariſon, not above one hundred and ſixty 
miles in length from Dan to Beerſheba, and 
not above fixty miles in breadth, from Joppa 
to Jordan, ſhould be able to bear and feed 
ſuch a numerous people; and now. the very 
ſelf- ſame tract of earth, either for want of 
manuring, or (which is rather to be conceiyec 
for the want of the bleſſing of almighty God, 
which once ſhined upon it, but now long ſince 
withdrawn from it {for a fruitful land the 
Lord makes barren jor the wickedneſs of them 
that. dwell therein, Pal, 107. 34+) is now be- 
come unable to ſuſtain one in a hundred of ſuch 
From Sidon they got a paſſage by ſea unto 
Alexandretta, now called Scanderoon (in the 
extremeſt bottom of the Mediterranean Sea, 
which is one of the unwholſomeſt places in 
the world; where I have often heard that no 
ſtranger (that was born far from it) comes to 
continue there for the ſpace of one month, but 
is ſure to meet with a ſickneſs, which very of- 
ten proves mortal. At this place.his-Engliſh 
companion left him, and turned his face to- 


wards England, and he preſently took his way 
towards Aleppo in Syria, about ſeventy miles 


or more diſtant from Scanderoon, Which is as 
- aa i A much 


' 
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| much renowned for wholſomeneſs, as the place 


before named for being unwholſome ; and 


therefore it is called, ſteet-air d Aleppo. Here 


he being kindly received by the Engliſh Con- 
ſul, ſtayed a time to gain the company of a 


Caravan, which conſiſts of a great mixt mul- 
titude of people from divers parts," which get 
.and keep together travelling thoſe parts, for 


fear of the incurſions and violences by thieves 
and murtherers, which they would undoubt- 


edly meet withall, if they travelled fingle, or 


but few together. With theſe he after ſet 
forwards, towards, and to that city antiently 
called Nineveh in Aſſyria, which we find in 


the propheſy of Jonah was ſometimes a great 
end excellent city of three days journey, Jonah 3. 


3- but now ſo exceedingly lefſen'd and lodg d 


5 in obſcurity, that paſſengers cannot ſay of it, 
' this was Nineveb, which now hath its old 
name changed,. and is called Mozel. From 


hence they journied to Babylon in Chaldæa, 
ſituated upon the river Euphrates, once like- 
wiſe ſo great that Ariſtotle called it a Coun- 
try, not a City, but now is very much con- 
tracted, and 'tis called Bagdat. From this 
place they 8 through both the Ar- 
meniaes, and either did, or elſe our traveller 


Was made to believe that he ſaw the very 
mountain Arrarat whereon the Art of Noah 


rated after the flood, Gen. 8. And from hence 
they went forward towards the Kingdom of 
Perſia, and there to Uzſpahan, the uſual place 
of reſidence for that great King, then my 
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Sha Abbas, or King Abbas. And after they 
went to Seras, antiently called Shuſhan, where 


the great King Ahaſuerus kept his royal and 


moſt magnificent court, Et. 1. From hence 


they journied afterwards to Candahor, the firſt 


province north eaſt under the ſubjection of the 
Great Mogol, and ſo to Lahore, the chiefeſt 
city but one belonging to that great empire; 
a place, as I have been often told by Tom. Co- 

ate and others, of very great trade, wealth, 
and delight, lying more temperately out of 
the parching ſun than any other of. his great 
cities do: And to this city he wanted not com- 


pany, nor ' afterwards to Agra, the Mogol's 
metropolis or chief cĩty. 


And here it is very obſervable, that from 
Lahore to Agra is four hundred Engliſh miles, 


and that the country betwixt both theſe great 


cities is rich, even, pleaſant and flat, a Cam- 
x and the road way on both ſides all this 


ong diſtance planted with great trees, which 


are all the year cloathed with leaves, exceeding 


beneficial unto travellers for the ſhade they 


afford them in thoſe hot climes. This very 


much extended length of way twixt theſe 


two places is called by travellers the Long 
Walk, very full of villages and towns for 
paſſengers every where to find proviſion. 
At Agra our traveller made an halt, bein 
there lovingly received in the Engliſh factory, 
where he ſtaid till he had gotten to his Turk- 


iſh, and Moriſco or Arabian languages, ſome 
good knowledge in the Perſian and Indoſtan 


tongues, 


bim: Then larding his ſhort ſpeech with ſome 
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tongues, in which ſtudy he was always very 


apt, and in little time ſhewed much profi- 
ciency. The firſt of thoſe two, the Perſian, 
is the more quaint; the other, the Indoſtan, 


the vulgar language ſpoken in Eaſt-India : In 
+ both. theſe he ſuddenly got ſuch. a knowledge 


and maſtery, that it did exceedingly afterwards 
advantage him in his travels up and down the 


Mogal's tertitories, he wearing always the ha- 


bit of that nation, and ſpeaking their lan- 

age. Bs | 
9 the firſt of theſe, the Perſian tongue, 
he made afterwards an Oration to the Great 
Mogol, bringing in that ſtory of the Queen 
of Sheba, 1 King. 10. (in which parts of 
that ſacred hiſtory the Mahometans have ſome 


knowledge) and he told him, that as the Queen 


of Sheba having heard of the fame of King 
Solomon, came from far to viſit him, which 
when ſhe bad done, ſhe confeſſed that though 
the had heard very much of | him, and many 
things beyond her belief, yet now ſeeing 
what ſhe did, acknowledged that ſhe had not 


| heard half of that which ſhe now ſaw con- 


cerning the wiſdom and greatneſs, and reti- 


nue and riches of Solomon: So our Orator 


told the Mogol, that he had heard very much 


of him before he had the honour to ſee him, 
(When he was very far off in his own coun- 


try) but now what he beheld did exceedingly 


ſurmount all thoſe former reports of him 


which came to his ears at ſuch a diſtance from 


other 
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other pieces of flattery, which the Mogel 


liked well, concluded: And when he had 


done, the Mogol gave him one hundred Roo: 
pus, which amounts to the value of twelve 


pounds and ten ſhillings of our Engliſh mo- 
ney ; looking upon him as a Derveeſe, ot 


| Votary, or Pilgrim, (for ſo he called him) 


and ſuch as bear that name in that country 


ſeem not much to care for money; and that 
was the reaſon (I conceive) that he gave him 


not a more plentiful reward. 


After this he having got a great maſtery - 


" — 
1 


in the Indoſtan, or more vulgar languap 
there was a woman, a landreſs, belonging to 
my Lord Embaſſador's houſe, who had ſuch a 
freedom and liberty of ſpeech, that ſhe would 
ſometimes ſcould, brawl, and rail from the 
ſun-rifing to ſun- ſet; one day he undertook 


her in her own language. and by eight of the 


clock in the morning ſo ſilenced her, that ſhe 


had not one word more to ſpeak. | * 


I ſhall have occaſion to ſay more of this man 


in ſome paſſages of this following diſcourſe, 


and therefore ſhall not wrap all I have to ſpeak 
of him in this, although it be a very long 
digreſſion ; Yet becauſe 1 muſt now ſhortly 


bring you to his journies end, I ſhall take the 


freedom to enlarge myſelf a little further con- 


cerning him here in this place, before I leave 


him for the preſent ; and to give thee, Reader, 


a piece of his character, it ſpeaks thus: 


That he was a man of a very coveting eye, 


 Fhat could never be ſatisfied with ſeeing, as So- 


lomon 


| 'EXTRAC T relating to 
lomon ſpeaks, Eccleſ. 1. 8. though he had 


ſeen very much; and I am perſwaded that he 
took as much content in ſeeing, as many others 


in the enjoying of great and rare things. He 
was a man that had got the maſtery of many 
hard languages (as before I obſerved) to the 
Latin and Greek he brought forth of England 


with him; in which if he had obtained wiſ- 


dom to huſband and manage them, as he had 


Akill to ſpeak them, he had deſerved more fame 


in his generation. But his knowledge and 
high attainments in ſeveral languages made 
him not a little ignorant of himſelf, he being 
ſo covetous, ſo ambitious of praiſe, that he 
would hear and endure more of it than he 
could in any meaſure deſerve; being like a 
ſhip that hath too much fail, and too little 


_ ballaſt: Yet if he had not fall'n into the ſmart 
bands of the wits of thoſe times, he might 


have paſſed better. That itch of fame which 
engaged this man to the undertakings of thoſe 
very hard, and long, and dangerous travels, 


hath put thouſands more (and therefore he was 


not alone in this) into ſtrange attempts only 
to be talked of. EET 

One long ago built a Temple to Diana, in 
hope of Glory, intending; it for one of the 


great wonders: of the world; another after, 
in hope of Fame; burnt it. Whither will 
not the. thirſt of fame carry men l It hath 
made ſome ſeek: to climbe up to Heaven, 
though by a wrong way: Thus the builders 
of Babel ſay one to another, Let us build us a 


cy, 
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tity, and a tower, whoſe top may reach up to 


Heaven, and let us make us a Name, Gen. 11. 4. 


And it hath made others, who are penurious 
of their honour, and prodigal of their ſouls, 


not fear to.run down headlong into Hell. 
'Twas fame, without doubt, that ſtirred up 


this man-unto theſe. voluntary, but hard un- 


dertakings, and the hope of that glory which 
he ſhould reap after he had finiſhed his long 
travels, made him not at all to take notice of 
the hardſhip he found in them. That hope 


of name and repute for the time to come did 
even feed and feaſt him for the time preſent. 


And therefore any thing that did in any meg- 
ſure eclipſe him in thoſe high conceivings of 
his own worth, did too much trouble him, 


which you may b from theſe following 


inſtances. 1 

Upon a time one Mr. Richard Steel, a mer- 
chant, and ſervant to the Eaſt-India company, 
came unto us from Surat to Mandoa, the place 
then of the Mogol's refidence, at which time 
Mr. Coryate was there with us: This mer- 
chant had not long before travelled over/ land 
from Eaſt- India through Perſia, and fo to 
Conſtantinople, and fo for England; who in 


his travel homeward had met with Tom. Co- 


ryate, as he was journeying towards Eaſt-In- 


dia; Mr. Steel then told him, that when he 
was in England, King James (then living) 


enquired after him, and when he had certified 


the King of his meeting him on the way, the 


King replied,” I that fool yer living ? which, 


when 
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when our Pilgrim heard, it ſeemed to trouble 
Him very much, becauſe the King ſpake no 
more nor no better of him; ſaying, that 
Kings would ſpeak of poor men what they 
pleaſect. 3 | 
At another time, when he was ready to de- 
part from us, my Lord Embaſſadour gave him 
a letter, and in that a bill to receive ten pounds 
at Aleppo when he ſhould return thither: 
The letter was directed unto Mr. Libbeus 
Chapman, there Conſul at that time, in which 
that which concerned our traveller was thus: 
% Mr. Chapman, when you ſhall hand theſe 
letters, I deſire you to receive the bearer of 
them, Mr. Thomas Coryate, with curteſy, for 
vou ſhall find him a very honeſt poor wretch ; 
And further. I muſt intreat you to furniſh him 
with ten pounds, which ſhall be repayed, &c.” 
Our Pilgrim lik'd the gift well, but the lan- 
guage by which he ſhould have receiv'd it did 
not at all content him, telling me, that my 


Lord had even ſpoiled his curteſy in the car- 


riage thereof; ſo that if he had been a very 
fool. indeed, he could have ſaid very little leſs 
. of him than he did, boneft poor wretch ! and 
to ſay no more of him was to ſay as much as 
nothing. And furthermore he then told me, 
. that When he was formerly undertaking his 
_ Journey to Venice, a perſon. of honour wrote 
thus in his behalf unto. Sir Henry; Wotton, 
then and there Embaſſadour: My Lord, 
good wine needs no buſh, neither a worthy 

man letters commendatory, becauſe whitherſo- 
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ever he comes he is his own epiftle, Seo,” There 
aid he) was ſome language on my behalf; but 
now for my Lord to write nothing of me by way 


of commendation but honeft poor wretch, is — | 


to trouble me than to plcaſe me with his favour. 


And therefore afterwards his letter was phras d 


up to his mind, but he never liv'd to receive 
the money. By which his old acquaintance 


may ſee how tender this poor man was to be 


touched in any thing that might in the leaſt 
meaſure difcourage him. O what pains this 
poor man took to make himſelf a fubject for 


preſent and after diſcourſe!] being troubled at 


nothing for the preſent, unleſs with the fear 
of not living to reap that fruĩt he was ſo ambi- 


tious of in all his undertakings. And cer- 


tainly he was ſurpriged with ſome ſuch 
thoughts and fears (for: ſo he told us after - 
wards) when upon a time he being at Man- 
doa with us, and there ſtanding in à rom 
againſt a ſtone. pillar, here the Emhaſſadour 
was, and myſelf preſent with them, 
ſudden he fell into ſuch a ſwoon, that we had 
very much add to recover him dut of it; but 
at laſt, being come to himſelf, he told us 
that ſome (fad thoughts: had immediately be- 


fore preſented themſel ves tu his fancy. Aich 


as he onceived put him into that diſtebapet 3 


Hike Fannius in Martial de nioriure mori; 


to prevent death by dying: For he told us 
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of the large "accounts: he ſhould give of his 
travels after his return home; and that he 
"was now ſhortly to leave us, and he being at 
preſent not very well, if he mould die in the 
-way toward Surat, whither he was now in- 
tended to go, (which. place he had not as yet 
ſeen) he might be buried.4 in obſcurity, and 
none of his friends ever know what became 
of him, he travelling now, as he uſually did, 
alone. Upon which my Lord willed him to 
ſtay longer with us, but he thankfully refuſed 
that offer, and turned his face preſently after 
towards Surat, which was then about three 
hundred miles diſtant from us, and he lived 
to come ſafely thither; but there being over- 
kindly uſed by ſome of the Engliſh who gave 
him Sack, which they had brought from Eng- 
land, he calling for bs as ſoon as he heard of 
it, and crying, “ Sack, Sack; is thete any ſuch 
thing as Sack? I pray you give me ſome Sack ;” 
and drinking of it, though conceive mode- 
rately, (for he was a very temperate 1 it 
Aincreaſed his Flux which he had then u 
him; and this cauſed him within a few . 


after his very tedious and troubleſome travels, 


(for he went moſt on foot) at this place to 
come to his journies end ʒ for here he overtook 
Death in the month of December, 1617, and 
was buried (as aforeſaid) under a little monu- 
ment, like one of thoſe are uſually made in
